From May 19 to June 30 there was 
handled by the Treasury authorities $226,- 
000, 00 worth of United States 5 per cent 
bonds tor redemption and continuance at 3 
per cent.

Eighty-eight second ballots for mem-

There are now between fifty and sixty 
prisoners in Russian jails charged with com- 
plicity in Nihilistie plots.

The negli- 
gent police ofticialsewill be immediately tried. 
and the cases of the most important prisoners 
will be disposed of in Russian fashion, with- 
out trial.

The remainder of 
the estate, valued at about $600,000, is divided

— The house of Jesse Baldwin, near 
Youngstown, O., was entered yesterday 
morning by burglars, who took therefrom 
between $50,000 and $40,000 in gold. Bald- 
win is somewhat of a crank, and recehtly ex- 
changed some of his Government bonds for 
coin. He is probably sorry now. The burg- 
lars, five in number, belong to a gang who 
have been operating rather extensively in 
Western Pennsylvania and Eastern Ohio. 

— here seems to be no doubt that the 
Republicans will organize the next House of 
Representatives, electing the Speaker and all 
the subordinate officers. Among the Repub- 
lican candidates for Sergeant-at-Arms is 
John Dawson, of California, at one time 
Librarian of the Senate. Edward M. John- 
son of New York, Edward McPherson of 
Pennsylvania, and ex-Congressman Rainey 
of South Carolina, are candidates for the 
Chief Clerkship. 

——The total value of the domestic pro- 
visions, tallow, and dairy products ex- 
ported from the United States during the 
ten months ending Oct. 31, was $111,728,221, 
against $115,931,919 worth exported during 
the corresponding ten months of last year. 
The total value of the tallow and provisions 
exported during the twelve months ending 
Oct. 31 was $119,172,545, against $115,921,148 
worth of the same class of goods exported 
during the previous year. 

——The American Bible Society of New 
York has issued a reply to the charges made 4 
against it by the Connecticut Bible Society, 
in which all the allegations of the Con- 
necticut Bible Society—or rather of Mr. 
Dennis,” of the Connecticut society, “ and 
his accountant —are denied in toto. The 
statements, or rather the defenses, made by 
the American Society are the same as those 
already made by the Treasurer and Secre- 
tary, and amply set forth in Tun Taipuxe 
of last Saturday. 

—<Cambetta outlined his program to the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday when pre- 
senting his Cabinet colleagues.

THE WOUND. 
AS MADE BY THE VILLAIN NOW ON TRIAL. 

New York, Nov. 15.—The December num- 
ber of the North American Review will con- 
tain the professional opinions of Drs. Will- 
iam A. Hammond, John Ashurst of Phila- 
delphia, J. Marion Sims of New York, and 
John T. Hodgen of St. Louis on the surgical 
treatment of President Garfield. It is be- 
lieved that these papers will close the con- 
troversy on this subject, and it is further be- 
lievea that the contents of these four articles 
have been made known to Guiteau’s counsel 
and destroyed their intention of pleading 
malpractice for the defense. 

Following is the paper of Dr. Hammond: 

It bas been asserted that the untortunate ter- 
mination of the President's illness was due to 
one of the three following causes: first, the 
necessarily mortal churacter of the wound; sec- 
ond, the imperfect development of the science 
of surgery; third, the disrega by the attend- 
ing and consulting surgeons of well-recognized 
principles of surgery, which, if acted upon, 
would bave diminished or abolished the tend- 
ency to death. The short space in this journal 
at my disposal will only admit of a very cursory 
examination of these points, while many others 
of arene iunportance must be passed over aito- 
gether. 

I. Was the wound necessarily mortal? It ap- 
pears that the ball, after fracturing the eleventh 
and twejfth ribs, the former in two places, con- 
tinued directiy on its course without marked 
defiection, aud. striking the spine obliquely, 
passed through the intervertebral substance 
between the twelfth dorsal and the first lumbar 
vertebra, cutting a groove in the latter and lodg- 
ing on the left side of the spine, below the pan- 
creas and outside the peritoneal cavity. The 
spinal cord received no injury beyond a slight 
concussion, which was recovered from in a 
couple of days. No important vessel was in- 
jured, and all the abdominal organs escaped. 
Now, where are the elements of inevitable death 
as a result of such a wound? 

DR. HAMMOND THEN QUOTES AUTHORITIES 
to show that, although the ball may have tra- 
versed the body uf the vertebrw in its anterior 
part, and altbougn it may have caused paralysis, 
we should still trust to the infinit resources of 
uature. Fractures of the vertebral column, 
with compression of the spinal cord, have re- 
covered to an extent greater than could be sup- 
posed. 8u -General Longmore, of the 
ritish army, says: Balls have been known to 
pass through the base of the vertebr and un ap- 
parent cure follow.” Liddell states that out of 
ten cases of gunsbot fractures of the vertebrix, 
without injury to the cord, four recovered. Dr. 
Hammond quotes the following case, reported 
by Dr. Frank H. Hamilton, one ot Garfield's 
consulting physicians:

such an existing state of the patient us to cause 
an examination to be deferred fur a few hours. 
Such cuses are, however, exeeedingly 
rare. Then all foreign bodies, such as pieces 
of clothing, spicuke of bone, etc., should 
removed from the track of the wound as soon 4s 
discovered, and the bullet should be extracted if 
its removal can be effected without the inflic- 
tion of serious additional injury. All the fract- 
ured bones should be adjusted, and, if necessa- 
ry, their rough ends removed. Al! these things 
should be dove under antiseptic conditions, and 
antiseptic dressings shouid be applied. There !s 
more necessity for such precautions during the 
first forty-clwbt hours than during all the reat 
of the period of treatment. i. after a thorough 
examination, it should be fohnd the ball had 
entered the brain, or beart, or liver, or other 
vital organ, or is lodged in one of the great cav- 
ities of the body, further interference ts, in Kon- 
eral, unjustifiabie; but such fact can in many 
cases only be ascertained by an explorauvion con- 
ducted by » skillful surgeon. and with every 
precaution to guard against being deceived. It 
is in nv case to be deduced from a hurried and 
superficial insertion of a Unzer probe into/what 
may at first sight be deemed the track of the 
builet.

And ia regard to the treatment of the hemor- 
rbuge with which the l’resideat suffered for the 
urst few hours after the intlicdion of the wound, 
and the mauagement of the fractured rib, 1 will 
only make ope quotation, and that will be from 
the excellent work of Dr. Frank H. Hamilton: 
* It is seldom ever iu gunshot fractures that the 
intercostal artery bleeds sufficiently to require a 
ligature. But in case the hemorrhage from this 
source is alarming and the artery caunot de tied 
in the usual way or the bieeding be arrested by 
digital compression, it will be proper to cast a 
liguture around the entire rib on the side of the 
fracture nearest the spine, or even in some 
eases to exsect a portion of the rib, in order to 
reach and secure the bieeding vessel.“ 

Dr. Hammond continues: 

Nothing more is required, so far as I can see, 
to demonstrate what tue science of surgery re- 
quires of its followers. Its precepts are of no 
uncertain tone. Certainly the President did not 
die from any lack of positive principies applic- 
able to bis case. If there were no rules to suit 
such a wound as that of the resident

and the surgeons Who, through the past ages 
down to the present time, bave become eminent 
in tneir calling, would have become unmindtul 
of that debt waich Lord Bacon declares every 
man owes to bis profession. There are, how- 
ever, explicit rules for the managementotf every 
possible wound or injury. Were these rules 
heeded in the present instance? The question 
brings us to the third and last division of the 
subject. 

. The surgeons in attendance and in con-

While 
not prepared to assert, in the light of all the 
facts as revealed by the post-mortem exammu- 
tion, that this charve cau be sustaineé in its en- 
tirety, | Delieve that the following alleged cir- 
cumstances are true.

for the tidelity, devotion, and assiduity dis- 
played by the attending and consulting sur- 
geons: That the President lay tor at least ten 
hours .before any exploration whatever was 
made of the wound, other thun the burried ex- 
uminpation made at the railway station; that 
during all this time no serious attempt was 
made to arrest the hemorrhage which caused 
caused such alarming weakness. That, act- 
ing on the mistaken hypothesis that the 
bail had gone through his liver, it was an- 
nounced to bim that he Bad but one chance in 
a hundred of recovering, thus still further 
depressing his vital powers. That when 
made, the exploration was superficial and based 
upou the erroneous theory that the aseasin bad 
stood directly behind the President, and hence 
the bullet had eutered the peritoneni cavity, 
traversing the liver, and lodging somewhere in 
the abdumen. That in accordance with tbe er- 
roneous hypothesis, the patient was subjected 
toa rigorous auti-phlogistie treatment for the 
purpose of preventing the development of peri- 
tonitis, of which there was no real danger, and 
by reason of which his vital powers were still 
further reduced, and the liability to the occur-

greatly increased. That uo proper attempt was 
made to ascertain the presence of extraneous 
matters in the truck of the bullet, the degree of 
fracture of ribs, or to adjust the fragments, and 
that, in fact, the fracture of the twolttu rib was 
not discovered till after death. That it was not 
till the id day of July, twenty-one days after 
he was injured, when, in consequence of the oc- 
currence of severe constitufonal symptoms, 
indicating the existence of pywinia, 
an incision wirs made for the 
exit of burrowing pus. ‘That then the 
eleventh rib was found to be fractured in two 
places, and several pieces of bone and frug- 
ments of clothing, which had been driven into 
the track of the wound, were removed. That 
from the examination then made it was judged 
the bullet bad not passed through the liver. but 
had been deflected by the rib in a downward 
direction toward the right groin, and that this 
theory was heid ana acted upon until death oc- 
curred, when the post-mortem examination 
demonstrated its erroneousness. That 

~ AT THE AUTOPSY 
it was found that what had been supposed to be 
the track of the bail was a pus cavity, formed 
by che burrowing of the matter from the real 
track of the wound. That there never was any 
reasun why a thorough exploration of the 
wound with a finger-probe could not have been 
made within twenty-four hours after the shoot- 
ing, and that the strong constitution of the 
President and bis remarkable powers of endur- 
ance prove that any necessary and proper ex- 
amination could have been endured. That 
bad this been done the track of the buliet 
would certainly have been discovered, as it had 
pursued a perfectly straight course, undetiect- 
ed by any tissue through wien it had passed. 
The injury to the first lun bar vertebra would 
bave been ascertained, pieces of bone and of 
clothing would have been extracted, lessened 
the suppuration and cunsequent danger of 

yiwmia, and, thougu the ball would not proba- 

ly bave been reached, its approximate situa- 
tion would not have been, as it was. a matter of 
guecss-work. That the failure to discover the 
realtrack of the ball and treat the fractured 
rib led to the burrowing ot pus iu the right in- 
eroinail region, and the formation of a sinus, 
Which, during life, was supposed to Dave been 
made by the bullet—that the error thus com- 
mitted was one of cardinal importance, for bad 
the real character of this passage been ascer- 
tained, not only would its progress have been 
stopped at ouce by appropriate measures, posi- 
tions, bandages, compresses, etc., Dut the means 
would have been adopted for causwmg it to 
heal. Mistaken, as it was, fcr the track of the 
ball, it was left open. A large amount of pus 
was thus formed, the patient unnecessarily 
weakened, and the danger of pywmia immense- 
ly increased. That there is nothing in the 
revelations of the post-inurteim to show that the 
pyvemic condition, which evidently existed, had 
avy other source thau this sinus, which was sup- 
posed to be the track of the ball.

as shown notonly by the rigors, temperature, 
pulse, emaciation, delirium, and general pros- 
tration, but by the occurrence of metastatic 
abscesses in various parts of the body, as well as 
by purulent iniltrauon of the lungs. That from 
the d of July on there was scarcely a hope of 
the President's recovery—not, bowever, from 
the alleged necessarily mortal character of the 
wound, but from the superveuntion of pyiemia, or 
septicumia, if the term be preferred, in a pa- 
tient already enfeebled to an extreme de- 
gree by insuliicient food and otnerwise bad hy- 
genie conditions. That the rupture of the splenic 
artery was eitner due to malnutrition of the 
coats, the result of pyvemia, or was caused by 
the injection of a solution of chloride of zine 
into the vessels several hours before the au- 
topsy. If the iatter was the case, the blood 
found in the peritoneal cavity was pushed out 
by this, which it is admitted in the report of the 
post-mortem cxamination was extravasated into 
the abdominal cavity with biood. That the as- 
sertion that the splenic artery ‘was injured by 
the ball is euntirciy unsupported by the evidence, 
there being nothing to show that the missile 
even touched it; moreover, bad it done so, it 
must have been with a degree of velocity, al- 
though incapable of producing ill effects.

The wonder is that he lived so long. He had 
pyemia from July 2, at least. The surgeons 
did all that was possible—all that the present 
state of medical seience would permit. 
Without the wound of the vertebra it would 
have been impossible, with the treatment, 
for the President to die—with it, impossible

RUSSIAN JEWS. 
FIVE THOUSAND EXILES TO ARRIVE THIS 
WINTER. 

New York, Nov. 15.—The steamer Bo- 
hemia, which arrived today. brought 169 
Jews, the first that found an asylum in Spain 
from persecutions in Russia and Germany the 
past summer. They were assisted to this 
country by the Alliance Israel Universelle. 
The steamship company agreed to provide 
these passengers with food according to the 
Hebrew ritual (kosher), beginning at their 
start from the Russian frontier until their 
arrival at New York, and the agents of the 
line will coöperate with the Alliance in pro- 
viding for their comfort to their destination. 
‘The immigrants are principally agricultural- 
ists, and are strong, hardy men. ‘The ob- 
jective points are Louisiana and Texas. The 
steamer Silesia, due Wednesday next, will 
bring 250 more. It is said 5, 000 will emigrate 
this winter. 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
4 SUPPLEMENTARY REPLY TO THE CON- 
NECTICUT SOCIETY’S CHARGES. 

New York, Nov. 15.—The American Bible 
Society has issued to its members and friends 
a supplementary and somewhat elaborate 
reply to the recently-published charges of 
the Connecticut Bible Society. The annual 
report of the American Bible Society, it is 
maintained, is frank, and full, and clear, and 
its correctness does not admit of denial by 
any responsible being who knows what lan- 
guage means. It contains no inaccuracies 
and discrepancies calculated to awaken sus- 
picions of an attempt to mislead the public, 
and if anything has been done to impair the 
confidence of the public in the American 
Bivie Society it has been done by Mr. Den- 
vis, of the Connecticut Society, and his ac-

BLUNDERS AND SOPHISTRIES 

have been publicly exposed by another mem- 
ber of their Executive Committee, J. N. Har- 
ris, ot New London, who was the associate 
or Dennis at the time of his visit to the 
Bible-House in New York. The balance- 
sheet does not reveal an understatement of 
assets. The published page is simply what 
it professes to be—a transcript from the Sec- 
reiary’s ledger, and was not uoctored for the 
occasion, as Denuis’ account pretends, but 
containing items as they there appear, and 
some of them as they have been for years. 
The managers of the American Bible Society 
have never asked the Executive Committee 
of the Connecticut Bible Suciety to 
assume the responsibility for the con- 
duct of the business done in New 
York, and which they themselves are 
competent to direct, nor do they propose to 
ask their sanction for doing work which the 
providence of God has committed to them. 
They do, however, most profoundly regret 
that the committee, on whose list are the 
honored names of clergymen and laymen, 
should ignorantly give their indorsement to 
misrepresenations and assaults which are un- 
foun and demonstrably false.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION TO MEET 
TODAY. 
-Gpecial Dispatch to The cane Tune 

New Tonk. Nov. 15.—The National Con- 
vention of the United Fire-Underwriters in 
America is to convene in the hall of the New 
York Board of Underwriters, No. 115 Broad- 
way, tomorrow. The original program pro- 
vided that the report of a special committee 
of seven, appointed Oct. 7, on the question 
of rates and commissions would be the first 
step in the proceedings, but, realizing the fact 
that underwriters entertained widely differ- 
ent opinions on the question, the Executive 
Committee decided today to rearrange the 
program so that matters less likely to pro- 
voke heated discussion would be first dis- 
posed of by the meeting. Harmony having 
thus been presumably assured foratime at 
least, the proceedings of tomorrow brom- 
ises to be less exciting than had been antici- 
pated. 
OTHER QUESTIONS,

and of importance to the insuring public are 
set down for debate. Among these are the 
insurance of commissions which relate to 
the insurance interest ot commission mer- 
chants m merchandise intrusied to em for 
sale by manufacturers; the question whether 
or not Federal, it constituiional, is not pre- 
ferable to Siate supervision of the insur- 
ance business; the subject of taxation of 
insurance companies in all its essential 
points, and the value of codperation on the 
part of the insurer and the insured in pre- 
venting unwise and promoting sound legis- 
lation.

tion. A strong effort will be made by the advo- 
cates of t mene to passa law during 
the next session of the Legisiature prohibiting 
the sale and manufacture of liquor in this State. 
Strong drink, especially corn whisky, is more 
nerally indulged 1 in in the South than in the 
orth. Particularly is this the case in miasmat- 
ic districts, and any effort to deprive the masses 
of this coveted beverage will result in the defeat 
of the party that makes the attempt. 


Referring to the “more tariff” conven- 
tions—one being held here and the other in 
New York a fortnight hence—one of the 
“suffering industries“ whose interests are 
to be promoted by Congressional subsidies 
is that of steamer-bullding for ocean naviga- 
tion. 

This measure is proposed asa means of 
promoting trade in foreign countries in 
American manufactures, and in Am 
purchases of foreign productions. The pres- 
sent navigation laws of the United States 
prohibit the issue of an American register 
conveying the privilege of using the Ameri- 
can flag to any vessel not owned and built 
exclusively in the United States. No Ameri- 
can is permitted to purchase any vessel built 
outside ot the United States unless the ves- 
sel floats the flag of some foreign country, 
and hence the additions to the American 
steamships are few and far between. The 
cost of constructing an iron steamship in 
this country is such that when built it can- 
not be used profitably in competition with 
vessels bearing the flags of other countries. 

The merchants of every other nation on 
the earth may buy steamships and sail them 
under their own flags, except the merchants 
of the United States, and therefore, while 
nearly all European nations have a foreign 
trade carried on under their own flags, the 
United States has none. 

The earnings of steamers engaged in the 
foreign trade of the United States are under- 
stood to equal 10 per cent of the value 
of the merchandise transported. As the 
American trade, imports and exports, car- 
ried in foreign vessels has a value of $1,200,- 
000,000 a year, the earnings thereon are equal 
to $120,000,000 a year. Our Congress, ignor- 
ing the example of all other nations except 
Spain, prohibits both the building and the 
purchasing of American vessels for the for- 
eign trade. 

This convention in Chicago and the onein 
New York propose to remedy this condition 
ofthings. How? They do not propose to 
let American merchants purchase foreign- 
built steamships, nor abolish the taxes which 
hinder the building of ships in this country; 
but they propose that a eontract be made 
whereby several fleets of steamships shall be 
built to run between New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Norfolk,Charleston, Savannah, 
Mobile, New Orleans, Galveston, San Diego, 
San Franeisco, and Liverpool, London, Bel- 
fast, Glasgow, Bremen, Havre, Marseilles, 
Cadiz, Lisbon, Rio Janeiro, Para, Valparaiso, 
Callao, and ports in Japan, China, and other 
parts of the world, and that these vessels be 
paid out of the Nationa! Treasury a certain 
sum for each trip, under the nominal pretext 
of paying for the transportauon of the mails, 
the allowance to be computed according to 
distance. When a cut-throat contract of this 
kind wasin force some years ago the Gov- 
ernment paid for transportation for the mails 
between Japan and San Francisco at the rate 
of $60 per letter and $27 for each newspaper. 

The pretense under which this grand 
scheme of steamship subsidies will be advo- 
eated is, that it these vessels be put afloat they 
willcarry American manufactures to places 
where they do not now go, and that these 
steamers will bring back merchandise which 


| now comes here in foreign ships. The rea- 


son why we have so few foreign markets 
nowfor American manufactures is not the 
want of ships, but the price of the goods to 
be sold. All American manufactures cost to 
consumers an average of 30 to 40 or 50 per 
cent more than they can be obtained else- 
where. When a steamer leaves Thiladel- 
phia for aforeign port in Europe or West 
or Kast indies, or South America, with 
& cargo of American manufacturés, those 
goods are met by similar goods from other 
countries offered for sale at 90 or 40 per cent 
less than the American goods, and conse- 
quently the latter can only be sold at a loss. 
Qur tariff has made the cost of manufactures 
in this country 30 to 40 per cent higher than

money for this very 
collected from a tax er on the farm * 
— products of the country to “ pro- 
mote American shipbuilding.’’ The device 
of levying six or eight millions of taxes to 
pay postage on foreign letters is too clumsy 
and too shallow, and would not furnish a 
profitable market for our goods abroad, 
while the tax for the direct and real purpose 
would win the hearts and the approval of 
every inan patriotic enough te be taxed on 
his daily wages to protect American in- 
dustry! 

We might extend these comments to other 
parts of the program of taxation and sub- 
sidy probably marked out by this conven- 
tion, but at this time it is only needful to 
say that the end sought is the increase of the 
taxes on all imported goods in order that 
the prices of the domestic article may be 
made to “boom” at the consumers’ cost. 
The rational purpose. of protective duties is 
to enable the protected manufacturer to de- 
mand for his wares the cost of the Imported 
article plus the cost of transportation, the 
importer’s profit, and the rate of protection. 
Any suggestion that we can establish foreign 
markets in which to sell our manufactures 
with their present cost of production still 
further increased by more tariff is on its 
face too transparent to deceive even the 
most sentimental of the dupes of the system. 
In so far as the convention may advocate the 
eduction of duties on the raw material of 
manufacture they will be benefiting them- 
selves without adding to the burdens of the 
consumer. It is strange that the protected 
classes have not done more in this direction. 
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THE CITADEL OF BOURBONISM CAPTURED 

The importance of the late anti-Bourbon 
victory in Virginia will be fully appreciated 
when the relative position of that State in 
the Solid South is considered. Virginia was 
the backbone of the slaveholders’ Cunfeder- 
acy, ahd it has been until lately the citadel 
of Bourbonism in the Solid South. , 

The persistence of Bourbon ideas in Vir- 
ginia has — a remarkable fact in Amer- 
jean politics. With the exception of a few 
years in the reconstruction period, the 
First Families,” who from a rule of their be- 
ing are most bigoted Bourbons, have always 
controlled the polities of the State. From 
the foundation of the Government until 1824, 
Virginia voted only for her own sons for 
President—twice for Washington, three 
times for Jefferson, twice for Madison, 
twice for Monroe, and ence for Wiil- 
iam II. Crawford (a native Virginian by 
birth, who removed to Georgia). From 
1824 till 1860 the vote of the State was 
always cast for the Democratic Electors. 
Virginia voted twice for Jackson, twiee for 
Van Buren, for Polk, for Cass, for Pierce, 
The pluralities in some 
years were small, but they were enough. 
Some of the votes were as follows: 


1836—Majority for Van Buren 
1840—Majority for Van Buren 
1344—-Majority for Polk 

1848—Majority for Cass 

— Neda for Pierce 

1855-—-Majority for Buchanan 


The greatly reduced plurality in 1840 was 
due to the candidacy of John Tyler, a native 
Virginian, for the Vice-Presidency ; and that 
of 1848 to the candidacy of Gen. Taylor, a 
Southern soldier and aristocrat, who had 
come out of the Mexican War with honor, 
and was a very indifferent Whig, for the 
Presidency. Even under these discourag- 
ing conditions Virginia remained faithful to 
the Democratic Bourbon cause. In 1860 Lin- 
coln polled but 1,929 votes in the State, and 
Douglas but 16,290. The real contest was 
between Breckinridge and Bell, both South- 
erners; and out of a total of nearly 150,000 
votes polled for these candidates the latter 
had a plurality of only 358. 

The contest in Virginiain the old days was 
between the tidewater counties and the up- 
lands. In the former region the planters 
had fullsway. They lived on vast estates 
and exercised a feudal! authority. Their 
slaves, their wealth, and their family connec- 
tions gave them a social position and influ- 
ence which they were disposed to make the 
most of, and, though their chief occupation 
in the years before the War was the breed- 
ing and sale of slaves, often their own flesh 
and blood, they assumed to be and were in 
fact the aristocracy of the South.” The 
upland counties, though having few such 
manorial estates, disputed with the tide- 
water planters for the. political supremacy, 
and often made the electionsextremely inter- 
esting. The old families were almost invari- 
ably found on the side of the lowlands, 
and never came forward as leaders of the 
uplands. Representatives of the former 
were the Masons, Hunters, Prestons, Ran- 
dolphs, and Wises; while A. II. II. Stuart 
and John Miner Botts were conspicuous 
among the latter, many of whom were Union 
men during the War. 

Virginia was the birthplace of the de- 
structive and ruinous doctrine of State- 
sovereignty, out of which came secession 
and the War. The resolutions of 8 in Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky were drawn up by Jef- 
ferson and Madison, natives of the former; 
and the extension and application of the 
principles then announced in the slavery 
controversy was first conceived of by Vir- 
ginians. State-soverelanty was merely a 
rampart behind which the slave-breeders 
fought for their cherished privileges in the 
States and new markets in the Territories. 

The secession of Virginia was worth to the 
South more than the adhesion of any other 
three States. It prolonged the War by two 
or three years. Virginia was from the be- 
ginning the actual theatre of operations. Its 
proximity to the North threatened the Na- 
tional Capital, while the Confederate Capital 
was wisely put in the midst of the people 
who it was known were most capable of 
protecting it. The Confederates won 
+ no important victories except on Vir- 
ginian soil. Virginia gave to the Con- 
federacy three of its five best Generals— 
Lee, Jackson, and Johnston; its Secretary of 
State, R. M. T. Hunter; its Minister to Eu- 
gland, James M. Mason; and its biggest 
thief, John B. Floyd. Virginia troops were 
couspicuous in every batile fought in the 
East, and the Northern soldiers who met 
them never had reason to doubt their bravery. 
Unquestionably the State of Virginia was 
the chief member of the Confederacy, lead- 
ing all others in population, wealth, and re- 
sources of every description. Though Vir- 
ginia was one of the last States to secede, 
and was taken out of the Union by a trick, 
there is no doubt that a majority of the 
whites, in the present territory at least, were 
heartily in favor of the War. The pretense 
of reluctance was due chiefly to the unwill- 
ingness of the people to give up the thou- 
Sands of offices they were holding in Wash- 
ington. But, once having gone out, her peo- 
ple were faithtul to the end; and both the 
first and the last battles of the War, zuerrilla 
— excepted, were fought on her 
soil, 

Wien the characteristic obduracy of a 
Bourbon Commonwealth the State which 
went into the War almost the last staid in 
it the longest, and was one of the last three 
pee back. It was also among the first 

tablish the Democratic party on the 
— of the old slavoeraey. The organiza- 
tion or West Virginia as a State would natu- 
rally have given the Bourbons in the remain- 
ing fraction of the Old Dominion a great pre- 
pouderance of power; but the enfranchise-

who did vote 80 per cent opposed it. The 
new constitution was not ratified until July 
6, 1869; and Virginia was not readmitted by 
act of Congress until Jan. 26, 1870, being, 


with Mississippi and Texas, the last 


to come in. It is a singular fact that 
the State never had a straight Republican 
Governor elected by the people. Gilbert C. 
Walker, who was chosen in July, 1869, ran 
as a Conservative against H. H. Wells, Re- 
publican, and former military Governor, and 
was elected by 18,000 majority. He held ot- 
fice until 1874, and was succeeded by a Dem- 
ocrat. The State has had but one Repub- 
lican Senator, John F. Lewis, who has re- 
cently been elected Lieutenant-Governor, 
This brief review of the political history of 
Virginia may suffice to show how pure and 
unadulterated has been the quality of her 
Bourbonism since the Union was formed. 
If she can now be forced by a coalition of 
progressive Democrats and Republicans to 
forget old heresies and learn the lesson 
taught by the War—that this is a Nation— 
there is hope that many other Southern 
States will follow her example. Virginia 
was the keystone of the arch forming the 
Solid South; now that she has been removed 
from that position, the rest of the fabric must 
fall in pieces.

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SOME STAR-ROUTE TESTIMONY. 

Now that the star-route cases have at least 
failed to come to trial upon the inforination, 
owing to the culpable negligence of District- 
Attorney Corkhill and the summary retreat 
of ex-Attorney-General MacVeagh to the 
rear as soon as the action commenced, after 
a somewhat bombastic declaration of what 
he would do when the cases came to trial, it 
is not very conso!atory to know that the evi- 
dence against the plunderers is of an over- 
whelming character. Still less consolatory 
is it to be assured of this while there is a 
prospect of a failure of justice altogether, 
from the causes already assigned. 

A correspondent of the New York Times, 
who has been delving among the documents 
of the Contract Bureau of the Post-Office 
Department, has unearthed some testimony 
as to the methods of the star-route ring, on 
the inside, which came out in the trial ot a 
case where two of the rogues had fallen out 
with each other, and one of them, in the 
slang of the day, gave the whole business 
away.“ This testimony shows repeated vio- 
lations of the law by the submission of 
straw bids, explains how some bids were 
manipulated and corruptly suppressed to 
make way for favorit bids; how requests for 
increased service were made up by paying 
for letters, petitions, and affidavits; how 
much money was expended to procure the 
good-will of various people, among them 
some very high game, as, for instance, a 
United States Senator and a Governor of a 
Territory; how routes were extended or dis- 
continued altogether to suit the purposes of 
contractors; and in general the methods of 
forgery, perjury, bribery, and other forms of 
rascality by which the ring manipulated its 
way into the Treasury; and as a fitting cli- 
max the immense profits that accrued to the 
piunderers, some of whom im their defense 
allege that they performed the service as 
cheaply as it could be done, and made noth- 
ing out of it. 

Some of the details of their testimony will 
bear reproduction. They may never come 
before the court in the prosecution of the 
star-route cases, but they snould be brought 
before the bar of the people, the only tri- 
bunal which seems likely to pass upon the 


guilt of the plunderers. The case was that 


of Huntley vs. Huntley, brought in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia, in 
which Charles C. Huntley, contractor, filed 
a bill in equity against Silas 8. Huntley, 
contractor, asking for the accounting of 
all money received and expended by 
the latter in conducting certain mail 
routes. The latter’s answer reveals some of 
the inside methods. This is the way in which 
service was increased: They first made out 
their bids, then engaged friends to bid for 
them and to find men in the West to put in 
bids, The routes were thus awarded to dum- 
mies. They then kept on the lookout for 
the best time for failure, and when it came 
there was a failure. Then the successive 
higher bids were withdrawn, and, getting 
the route at a satisfactory figure, says Hunt- 
ley, it was my duty to get it worked up in 
the same way, by increase of service or ex- 
tension of route.” How far the post-oflice 
authorities were cognizant of the little game, 
Huntley tells as follows: “No one not fa- 
miliar with the parties who had bids, and 
with the Postmasters and the working of the 
office, could have secured a single one of 
them. If I had been anything but friendly 
with all of them, any one of them could have 
thrown me out. The Postmaster, the bid- 
der, or one clerk of the department could 
have thrown me out.“ 

There are other details still more interest- 
ing. Lluntley had put in an extra claim of 
$15,000, expenses for incidenta's; which the 
Auditor threw out and of which he said: 


The deposition of the defendant discloses the 
nature and churacter of these expenses, which 
were, as he states, necessary and incurred inthe 

rocurement of coutracts from the Post-Office 

Jepartment and in negotiating with other par- 
ties who had contracts, inducing them to forego 
or to transfer the same, and which expenses 
were in the aature of incidentals. They are suc- 
cinctly described by the defendant in his testi- 
mony as incurred in procuring and retaining the 
friendly services of various parties, from mes- 
senger in the Post-Oilice Departinent to a Sena- 
tor of the United 2 and a Governor of a 
Territory. - Noobjection is made by the 
complainant to this claim, by reason of the char- 
acter of these expenditures or their purpose; 
but itis objected by the complainant that there 
is no sufficient proof bere to warrant the allow- 
— 9 to the defendant of any portion of this 

cla No itemized account of these ex- 
— is presented. 


Mr. Huntley himself in his sworn state- 
ment explains muck more satisfactorily the 
nature of these expenses, incident to the 
business, and how costly it was to purchase 
general good-will. In getting his accounts 
through the department it was necessary to 
be very friendly, not only with the heads but 
also with the clerks and messengers. These 
were propitiated with little gifts. Congress- 
men were made friendly with theatre-tick- 
ets, and dinners, and carriages. The Wash- 
ington press was very f.iendly on abeount of 
dinners. Intermediate bidders were got out 
of the way with a few dollars. When the 
straw-bidders became obstreperous, a suit of 
clothes for them or dresses and watches for 
their wives made them friendly. Let Mr. 
Uuntley tell the rest. Referring to his little 
account-book, which brings to mind Oakes 
Ames’ little account-book in Credit Mobilier 
days, Huntley says:

And yet, with such testimony as this clear- 
ly at hand, it appears to be impossible even 
to bring these ravenous plunderers of the 
Treasury to trial. What other conviction 
can people outside of Washington entertain 
than that the law is so constructed as to al- 
low big rascals to escape while it firmly 
clutches the lesser ones? Either this must 
be so, or the Government must confess that 
it cannot find counsel of sufficient ability to 
interpret and apply it. With such testimony 
ready to their hands, and much more that is 
still more condemnatory easily procurable, 
the failure of justice is mortifying, and the 
recent effort of the Government a tmvesty, 
which ought to consign every one actively 
connected with it to the contempt both of 
the profession and the people. 


THE MICHIGAN SHERIFFS’ ASSOCIATION. 
Tue Tribune has had frequent occasion— 
as what journal has not--to deplore the al- 
most total failure of publie justice. Against 
the prevailing laxity in the administration of 
criminal law a never-ending stream of pro- 
tests, public and private, deluges the land. 
But crimes continue to multiply, because 
criminals continue to escape—to elude the 
halter and defy the penitentiary. The ma- 
chinery of justice, with its army of offi- 
cials, from Governor to Constable, exists in 
every State of the Union. But it is dull and 
heavy; it moves slowly; there is no concert 
of action between its different parts; it is in- 
efficient because unorganized, and when at 
last it moves it moves to little purpose, be- 
cause it is without intelligent direction. 

About two months ago Col. Clark E, Carr, 
in the course of.an address at Knoxville, 
drew a vivid picture of the horrors attendant 
upon the failure of justice, even in the rural 
districts, and it is notorious that in large 
cities crime is still more prevalent and justice 
more halt and lame. Wherever we may 
be. exclaimed the speaker, we are in dan- 
ger—in the quiet of our homes, on the farm, 
in the city, in the village, at our places of 
business, on the railway, in our private con- 
veyanees, or on foot, the assasin or robber ts 
liable to overtake us, And when the crime 
is committed there seems to be no redress, 
The villain is gone, and there is no one to 
follow him.” 

After drawing this ghastly picture Col. 
Carr proceeded to assert that the reason of 
the fearful increase of crime is the fact (1) 
that criminals are not caught, and (2) when 
caught that they are not punished. Andasa 
commentary on the inefficiency of the execu- 
tive branch of our local governments he 
called attention to the fact that in IIlinois we 
have 102 Sheriffs ana several thousand Con- 
stables. Ile insisted, however, upon the 
practicability of organizing and rendering 
effective this vast force, and outlined a plan 
for such organization. lle said: When a 
crime is committed, let it be reported at 
once to a Constable; let him report 
it to the Sheriff of his county and 
to the Governor of the State; let the 
Governor inform tho Sheriff, and through 
him the Constables and peace officers, not 
only of the county where the crime was com- 
mitted, but of every county to which the 
criminal could possibiy escape. Let the 
Governor hold the Sheriff responsible for the 
thorough organization of his county, and let 
the Sheriff hold the Constable responsible, 
and finally make all the officers who fail in 
their duty subject to suspension and re- 
moval.“ 

un Trmvune called attention to these 
suggestions of Col. Carr At the time with ap- 
proval, and it does so now again, on the 
ground that reform is possible only through 
persistent effort. it is only by enforcing a 
proposition—line upon line, precept upon 
precept, here a little and there a little—that 
the American people can be roused te action. 
We repeat the suggestions, too, because there 
isasign—a cloud no bigger than a man’s 
hand—that the suggestions are beginning to 
bear fruit—not in Lilinois, but across the lake, 
in Michigan. 

On the Ist instant the Sheriffs and their 
Deputies of Michigan held a convention’ in 
Grand Rapids, at which a State Sheriffs’ As- 
sociation was formed, consisting of sixty 
members, somewhat upon the plan out- 
lined by Col. Carrand commented upon in 
Tun Treune. The convention discussed 
measures for mutual assistance in catching 
criminals. It decided to establish a postal 
list,” containing the names of all the 
Sheriffs and Deputies, efficient Constables 
and policemen, liverymen, and others, who 
from the nature of their business are useful 
to detectives, with their post-offices, a copy 
of which is to be plaeed in each member’s- 
hands to facilitate correspondence or tele 
graphing in tracing or pursuing a thief,“ etc. 

Thisis excellent so far asit goes. Now 
let the Governor be made the head of the 
association, and if he does not already 
possess the power let it be given him by law, 
to suspend without pay the functions of any 
Sheriff found derelict in his duty. As Col. 
Carr well says: We cannot place an officer 
at every man’s door or near his person to 
protect him. Butthis torrent of crime can 
be stayed and turned back. This has been 
done in other countries; it can be done in 
ours. Criminals can be overtaken and 
brought to speedy justice. We have the 
means at our command. What is needed is 
organization, intelligent direction, and per- 
Sistence.“ The Michigan Sheriffs have the 
organization: let them seek intelligent di- 
rection” from the Governor, and then dis- 
play the requisit degree of persistence, and 
the chances are ten to one that no rascals 
will escape them. We shall see then whether 
the courts can and will punish the villains. 
If they will not the next step is to reorgan- 
ize them. If they cannot the next step fs to 
reform the laws so that they can administer 
justice.

children, his true colleagues, and a greet 
Nation?’ He then passed to the question of 
education. Hesaid the sciences and learn- 
ing must be free from State and Church 
tyranny. Professional and learned men 
must soar freely in pursuit of the truth be- 
yond the reach of fanaticism and despotism, 
which lead, as in Russia, to Nihilism and 
regicide. IIts pathetic peroration was on the 
necessity of progress and liberty, combined 
with the mutual benevolence of a Liberal 
Cabinet and the Democracy.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE DANITES AT HUOLEY’S. 

McKee Rankin and the members of his com- 
pany gave a sevond performance of The 
Danites” last night at Hooley’s. There was a 
guod house. which enjoyed the play, manifesting 
its pleasure by much laughter and frequent ap- 
plause, which was chiefly bestowed on Sandy 
McGee, Billy Piper, and Washee Wuashee. The 
strong points. or those which appeared to gratify 
the audience, were the kicking of the Chinaman 
by Sandy, closely foliowed by the use of the 
word “damme” by the former; the expression 
* infernal cuss, and the declaration by Mr. Car- 
ter, the Danite, that Nancy Williams should come 
to no harm, which at once relieved the crowd 
from all fearsas to the final salvation of the 
young lady in question. Such quick discern- 
ment of the fine bits of a play is rarely seen ex- 
cept in Chicago, and is an indication of the cul- 


ture possessed here. 
»The Dauites is a piece familiarto many 


Chicagoans, and is deservedly popular with 
them. In addition to its vivid pictures of 
saloon life, with which the residents of this city 
are not familiar, and its portrayal of the man- 
ners and customs of that unknown class, the 
Chinese wasberman, whose conduct on the stage 


explains and justifies Dennis Kearney’s 
prejudice against him, it contains a great 
moral lesson on the foily of being iuftiuenced by 
appearances. It teaches us by the striking ex- 
ample of Mr. MeGee, Billy Fier, and Mrs. Me- 
Gee, or ber as was the Widow Brown, that if a 
person comes home in the — in a snow- 
sturm such as we nud the other day and iinds 
his wife with ber arms around a man’s neck, and 
the man with his arms around ber neck, that 
he must not fly into a rage and call all bands 
ugly names, and drive the gentieman out into 
the peiting snow without giving him time to 
get bis overcoat off the hat-rack, but thac he 
must dave faith in his wife, and conciude that 
the visitor is a woman in diaguise, with an 
avenger of blood on her trail. Such lessons as 
this, thoroughly committed to memory, and 
practiced when it became necessary, would pre- 
— the breaking up of many bappy Chicago 
oes. 

The play begins with Sandy McGeeina red 
shirt and a black beard, and Judge, whose 
Staple remark is in this glorious climate of 
California.”” It took the listeners some time to 
see the bumor of this remark, but by the tenth 
repetition it became amusing. by the twentieth 
was greeted witb laughter, and would have been 
welcomed witb an eucore bad it been given the 
thirtieth time. This shows what may bedone 
by bammering away at a good thing—by steadi- 
ly advertising it. The - appiuuse might 
have come sooner, however, had not the 
Judge, who is known when he pays his botel 
bilis as Edward Lamb, generally prefaced dis 
comical remark about the climate by taking his 
right nand out of his pantaioons pocket and 
waving it in the air, much as if the climate was 
kept in that recess in his pantaloons. and was 
pulled out for momentary exhibition when neces- 
sury. Then Nancy Wiliams makes her appear- 
ance, and teils how her father was suspected of 
having bad a part in the killing of Joe Smith in 
Hancock County, Illinois; how the avengers of 
biood were on the trail, had kilied her father and 
a brother, and were in bot pursuit of ber and 
her little Drother, so astociean out tbe breed. 
Naturally she is downhearted about this, and 
impiores protection and hot coffee, both of 
which are oifecred her. An effort is made to re- 
lieve the gloom caused bv Nancy's story by the 
Judge spilling some coffee down his boot and 
blistering his heel, but it is a fuiiure—not 
enough nature io it. What is needed on this 
and Other stages is a person who 
may be known as the “Creator of Emo- 
tion.” who shall have a hot-water can, 
a long, sharp pio, and a red-hot stove-lifter, 
ana whose duty it shall be, when the exiygenvies 
of the dra uu require it, to pour genuive buil.vug 
water down a geutlemau's boot. to prod him in 
in the rear witb a real gad, and touch him up on 
the fingers with areal not iron. The nowi and 
jump tuus produced leave the artificial articles 
far in the shade, and move an audience to 
sbrieks of delight. 

Then Messrs. Carter and Hickman, the 
Danites, heave in sight, and announce their 
cursed purpose of murdering he rest of toe 
Witliamses. The way in which they do it is very 
interesting, for it shows huw the manners and 
customs of boyhood may cling toone. It was 
an exact,/reproduction of the fashion in which 
Messrs. C. and H. behaved many years ago, 
when they met at dead of night behind old 
Jones' fence, and with muttered vow and 
hushed resolve concocted their fell pian of 
stealing Jones’ watermelons. It cannot be 
denied that Lrigham Yuung made a mistake 
when he put these men on the Wiliams 
job. As detectives, Pinkerton wouid never own 
them, and as villains they are a failure. The 

roperty-man furnished them with guns and 

ards to make them look like scoundrels, but 
it was a failure. They might have been taken 
for amateur duck-bunters, but never for mur- 
dere Were Judge Gary and Prof, Swing sud- 
denly driven upon the stage and compelied to 
take tnese purts, they would probably feel as 
low-spirited and half-hearted about it as those 
who assumed them last night. It is said that 
Mr. Hickman's life-dream was to be a m ssio:- 
ary, ano that he only vent on the stage in ove- 
dience to the dying request of an aged grand- 
aunt. This, if true, explains why be can no 
more be a villain than iemonade can be gin. 

Then there comes au interval—a between- 
drinks—of four years, and che scene opens in the 
Howling- Wilderness Saloon. There is a bur at 
one end of the room, and barreis, supposed to 
contain crackers, dried- apples. and onions, stand 
around in elegant attitudes, Ou these are seated 
the howling miners, eating cloves, and 
waiting for an . invitation to liquor- 
up. The announcement that a school teacher is 
to arrive by the stage which is nearly due im- 
peis the crowd to lay fur bim.“ “mash his 
snoot,” bold an inquest on nis internal ar- 
rangements,”’ etc.; and so they gather in front 
of the door with boxes, barrels, buwies, and bay- 
onets for the purpose of welcoming him. The 
door opens, and the schoolmaster turns out to be 
a schoolmaam. Great consternation, much 
dropping of deadly weapons. and a flight for 
blled rags, otherwise white sbirts. How true 
to Nature,” said a youug woman named Lida 
ho satin the parquet, second row, and taiked 
more than was agreeabie to those arvund her. 
It just exactly reminds me of the time I wus at 
Mrs. White's school. One night we thought 
Alice was coming up tbe ball, and we all stood 
behind the door with pillows and wet towels to 
throw at ber when shecame in. And when the 
door opened it was not her at ail, but Mrs.

While on the subject of this saloon act, it will 
not be out of piace to pay a high but deserved 
compliment to the sobriety, morality, and gen- 
eral virtue of Messrs. Boyd and Ulmer and tne 
others who took rt therein. There is good 
reason to believe t not one of them nas ever 
known the contaminating influences of a saloon, 
or has ever understood what it is to hoist in lush 
until the numberof zas-lamps is watered 100 
per cent, which is the financial way of saying 
that a man sees double. Now, while this purity 
of life makes men better fathers and busbands, 
it does not exactly qualify them to teach’ Chi- 
cagoans bow they do things ina saloon, and, in 
the interests of the drama, it might be weil for 
the Parson, the Juuige Stubbs, etc., to take aturn 
or two around with someof the Chicago boys.

McKee wants to learn how to _ portray 
a person sbuddering back from a terrible doom, 
knowing it must come and bopeless to avert it, 
let her study tne bebavior of a young Woman 
just about starting for a party, who bas inad- 
vertently swallowed a potent emetic—who 
knows that escape is impossibie, and who, trein- 
bling, borror-stricken, in black despair, awaits 
the impending and-inexorable fate.

Some muffled groans from behind the 
curtain and a few dull tbuds might add some- 
thing to whatis at present a decidedly tame per- 
formance. 

And here the play ends. Since it does no 
harm except to create mistaken ideas as to the 
superior goodness of men who wear red shirts, 
and since it draws good and weli- pleased houses, 
notbing should be said in its disparagement. It 
will be givenduring the rest of the week.

Ine 
dialog is brigat, not brilliant. There are many 
witty sayings interjected bere and there, and 
not a few that are rather broad in their al- 
iusions.

THE LIQUOR LAWS. 


Their Enforcement Urged by a Mass- 
Meeting at the Third Presby:erian 
Church. 

A mass-meeting under the auspices of the 
Citizens’ League for the Suppression of the Sale 
of Liquors to Minors was heid last evening in 
the Third Presbyterian Cuurch. The object ot 
the meeting was to advocate the enforcement 
of tne laws in regard to the sale of liquors to 
minors and drunkards; to avitatefor an amend- 
meut to the city ordinances limiting the number 
of saloons to one to every 500 inhabitants. and 
to form a West Side Citizens’. League. There 
was avery good attendance, and the proceed- 
ings were unanimous throughout. The meeting 
was opened by the Rev. A. E. Kittredge, after 
which two verses of the bymn* My Country. 
tis of Thee were sung by the audience. Dr. 
Kittredge theu introduced, with some highly 
complimentary remarks, Mr. F. F. Elmendorf, 
President of the Citizens’ League. 

Mr. Eimendorft gave a brief review of the 
temperance legislation which had been had. In 
1874 the Legisiature passed a law prohibiting the 
sale or giving away of liquor to minors or 
drunkards, but nothing came of thislaw. The 
Citizens’ League was formed in 1878. at 
which time some 30.00 children were 
daily patrons of Chicago sauloons. Since 
the organization of the Jeague some 8% sSaloon- 
keepers have been urrested, and 30 of them 
driven out of the business. There was an ordi- 
nance before the City Council limiting the num- 
ber of saloons to one to each 500 people, and al- 
though there were some objections to the ordi- 
nance, yet it was certainly u good one. 

On motion, it was decided to torm a West Side 
Citizens’ League, and Col. Ray, Philip Myers. 
George Sberwvod, Henry W. Rice, and M. W. 
Teall were appointed a comulitve to nomiuate 
ottivers. 


MR. WILLIAM P. BLACK 

said that the Citizens’ League started out with 
the motto, Save the Boys,” and bad since 
amended it su as to include the giris also. The 
league had dove a great deal of work, and one 
of its greatest successes was that it bad associ- 
ated tue respectabie class of saloonkeepers in 
its work. The Saloonkeepers’ Association 
would not admit or retain any person iu it 
mewbership who sold liquor to minors 
The league now proposed to cut down the 
number of saloonkeepers from 3,400 to abou, 
I. G0. or one to 500 population. By this means 
the bad saloonkeepers would be crowded out. 
and if the license-fee were increased in propor- 
tion there would be no loss tu the city treasury. 
The league did not believe in an indiscriminate 
increase of tne license-fee. as that would drive 
out the respectable saloonukeepers and leave 
only the very worst element in the business. 

Bisbop Failows said he thought the audience 
had heard sulficient to convince them chat soine- 
thing ought to be done about the liquor question 
in Chicago. He was an out-and-out prouibitiou- 
ist [applause], but be hud been forced into the 
same line with Mr. Black and others, not as u 
matter of principle, for be wouid never thu- 
recugnize the liquor trade, but us a mai- 
fer of expediency. If they could strike 
off seven of the twelve solid miles of saloons in 
Chicago he would hold up bis bands iu rejuicing 
to Heaven for the good results achieved. Hard 
blows were needed, and not K. d-glove practice, 
and, with the heip of God, they would go ou 
and orgunize a Citizens’ League on the West 
Side which should do good and noble work. 

A collection was taken up wito good results, 
after which Mr. Emery A. Sturrs gave an ac- 
count of the work dune by the le«asue since its 
organization three yearsago. it bud 
ARRESTED A THOUSAND SALOONKEEPERS, 
saved tens of thousands of dollars, and rescued 
thousands and tens of tbousands of children 
from the demon of strong drink. All this bad 
been dune at very light expense and chiefly by 
the efforts of Mr. Elmendorf and Mr. Andrew 
Paxton, Agent of the league. It was true tbat 
there were more suloons in the city now than when 
the league was formed, and yet it had done good 
and valuable work in éaving the chiidren. The 
West Side wasacity in itself. and it was now 
sougbt to form a branch league in that sec- 
uon. 

The speaker feit positive that one saloon to 
each 500 population was enougu to give every 
mana chance to get drunk promptly and readi- 
ly if he wanted to. Asto the quesdon of mun- 
icipal revenue, if every saloonia the (iy were 
closed up for a year there would be a faiiig-ou 
in the receipts of a few thousand miserable 
dollars. On the other hand there would bea 
saving of bundreds of thousands of dollars in 
running the City Government, its police, its 
jails, and workhouses. Auy man with $2 and a 
certificate ot god moral charicter”’ could get 
a license from tae City of Chicago to desolate 
bomes and ruin families. Every year W,0N of 
the best of the American youth filled 
dishonored graves, drouput thereto by 
strong drink. The ordinance submitted to 
the City Council proposed to cut duwn to some 
extent tbe temptations and opportunities for 
getting drink, and the Aldermea who would not 
vote fur it would have 

TO TAKE THE CONSEQUENCES. 
Public opinion would goin advance of legisia- 
tion until the keeping of a liquor saloon would 
be heid as debasing as the maintenance of a 
gam bling-house. 

The Committee on Nominations reported 
names for an Executive Committee as follows:

A CLEVER CAPTURE, 


Two Chleago Croodas Arrested with 
Plunder Stolen in Kansas City. 

Last Saturday the police officials of this city 
received telegraphic information that the jew- 
elry store of Frank A. Schaack. No. 1827 Sixth 
street, Kansas City, Mo., had been entered by a 
desperate gang of burglars, who put the 
muzzles of their revolvers to the head of the 
clerk of the establishment, and in that terrified 
individual's presence had plundered the store of 
its most vaiuabie contents; that the thieves 
were thought to have shipped their swag to this 
city by express.

SENT TO LEADVILLE. 


A Mining Sharp in the Tolls of Justice. 

Solomon Gerhardt Smith, of whose multitu- 
dinous trials, travels, troubles, and tribulations 
THE TRIBUNE of several months ago contained 
a full account, and cvncerning whom the issue 
of yesterday mornmg made extended menvon 
im a telegraphie dispatch from St. Louis, ap- 
Deared at police headquarters yesterday under 
the able escort of Omer Dennis Simmons, of the 
local detective force, and James Stewart, City 
Muarshalof Leadville, Colo. The trouble with 
Smith is just this: Last summer he induced 
Frank Anderson, a young man from Lilnos then 
engaged in mining in the newcampof Robin- 
sou, Colorado, to put in bis hands for 
sul 16.00 shares of stock of the Gray Eagie 
Consolidated Mining Company, of Leadville; 
sold the stock fur cents per share, or 80.00, 
and did not refund the money to the rigutful 
owver of the stock; fled to Chicago; was fol- 
lowed by u telegrum from Anderson and was ar- 
rested al the very toresbuld of abe city by Jay 
Scott, a detective conuected with the private 
detective agoucy of Siayton, Flynn & Co.; was 
advised by Slayton to consuita lawyer; was told 
by tne exponeut of legal questions that 8780 
would secure bis release; pad the money, of 
which be at that time had au abundance, 
and was allowed to go mi ner he 
sted; went to Ceowa Point, Ind., where he was 
uin arrested, this time by J. C. Foster, a pri- 
vate detective of Leadville. At this point Smith 
leuroed that the detective, Foster, bud not the 
pupers necessary to make Bis arrest legal. 
Nevertheless be willmgiy accompanied bim to 
Chicago, and, having arrived bere, surrendered 
to Foster $77U—nearly ailhe bad left of the 
umount reaiized from the sale of Anderson's 
mining stock. Then Foster, having obtained 
the money, struck out for Streator, III., fully 
expecting that bis prisoner would embrace the 
opportunity offered and make good bis escape. 
in this be was mistaken, for upon dis return 
ne himself wus arrested upon a warrant 
sworn out by Siwith, who alleged that 
he Leadville otlicer was guiity of the crime ot 
iarceuy as bailee. The case was continued be- 
tore a Justice of the Peace and another suit 
simultaneously begun for iliegul arrest was like- 
wise continued. Both were afterwards dis- 
inissed by the prosecution, a suit for the recov- 
ery of the money baving been commenced in 
vue of the higeer courts.

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TELEGRAPH TALK. 
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The New Board ot Trade Line-What 
is Said of It iu Sit. Louis. 

THE TrRist'Ne referred some days ago to the 
fact that the uew Board of Trade Telegraph 
Company of lilinvis bad been issued a certificate 
of incorporauon by the Secretary of State, and 
published interviews witha number of its incor- 
porators, who detailed the pians and purposes 
of the new organization. The St. Louis Globe - 
Democrat of yesterday contains the foilowing 
additional infurmation regarding the company 
and the way it is going to work: 

Mr. A. C. Kuapp. of the Board of Trade Tel- 
egraph Company of Lilinois, bas been ia the city 
tor some time soliciting subscripuons to the 
stock of a line tobe built from the Board of 
Trade Building in Chicago to the Exchange 
Building in St. Louis. The line is to be operated 
exciusively for the benefit of members of the 
Boards of Trade in the twocities. Before com- 
ing to St. Louis Mr. Knapp went on Change in 
Chicago, and ina very few hours raised $5v, 
in stock subseription. As the capital stock is to 
be only $75,000, the solicitor closed his books and 
came to St. Louis. Here be has received sub- 
scriptions amounting to about $10,000. The 
building of the line,’ said Mr. Knapp, is now 

AN ASSURED FACT. 
[ can raise the remaining $15,000 in two hours’ 
time on the Chicago Board., and I shall leave 
for that place in a day or two to compiete the 
work. You see, the Chicago and ilwaukee 
Boards have beea connected by a two-wire line 
for two or three years. The line has been used 
exclusively by the members of the two boards, 
ana the tariff has béen tive and lo cents—i. e., 
tive cents for quotations and lo ceots for other 
messages. The capital stock was only $15,000, 
and the line paid for itself, even at the low tar- 
iif. in the first eighteen months of its operation. 
The intention is to run 
THREE WIRES 

from Chicago to St. Louis, and to connect with 
the Milwaukee system. I bave received com- 
muuications from commercial men iu Peoria 
who are very anxious to secure a line from tbat 
city to St. Louis, and we may run a wire for 
them. Of course we will huve to cable the river, 
as the others are doing: but if nothing bappens 
the line will be in operation by the middie of 
February. The distance is only about 280 miles. 
and unless we bave an unusually severe winter 
the posts can be set without a very great 
amount of extra trouble.’ 

Mr. E. A. Sears, of the Board of Trade Tele- 
graph Company, was in St. Louis a few days 
avo, but he bas gone to Indianapolis to work up 
an interest in the matter there. The real object 
is to connect the wheat and packing centres of 
the country, and to that end Cinc.nnati will also 
be asked to join the system.” 


WHISKY. 


The Details of the Distillers’ Agree- 
ment to Cut Down Production and 


Boost Prices. 

The Cincinnati Commercial of yesterday, re- 
ferring to the decision of the distillers who 
have recently met in that city to cut down the 
production and put up the price of whisky, in 
order to repair their alleged losses by a bigger 
wargin of profit, says: 

The principal points of the agreement are that 
every distiller is to cut down his production to 
one-balf the registered capacity of his bouse. 
Nearly all are now ruunum pretty well up to 
their full capacity. Those who are stocked up 
with cattle and cannot cut down to the limit 
must pay so much into a pool or general fund 
for every bushel mashed over one-half ca- 
pacity. To this pool each member of the new 
organization is to contribute in proyortion 
to the capucity of his house. It is esti- 
inated that the pool when the first assessments 
are in will reach 850,000. The exact percentage 
each isto pay will be settled at a meet for 
permaneot organization to be held in Chicago 
Thursday next. At this meeting permanent 
officers, including an Executive Committee or 
Board of Managers, will be elected. Under tne 
new system, whico will go into operation about 
Monday next, it is agreed that all the pro- 
ducuuns that the domestic demand will 
not consume is to go into export alcobol, thus 
keeping the market relieved of the dead weight 
of overproduction. Some Pekin and Peoria 
houses and Millers bouse at Riverton will begiu 
on export elicohol as soon as new scheme 
gues into effect. Should the distillers who will 
make alcobol find that the prices are out of pro- 
portion to the standard or basis price brought 
about by the new association they will be reim- 
bursed out of the pool, so that their product 
will bring them in as much asif they were run- 
ning highwines. 

All the minor details of the consolidation will 
be settled at the Tnursday meeting in Chicagu. 
The Executive Committee, to be appointed 
there, will have autbority to direct an increase 
of production when the demand requires it. It 
is tirmly belleved by those in the new associa- 
tion that whisky will reach $1.16 or §1.17 by Dec.

Kore Trouble Brewing with the Eastern 


Lines Over the Immigrant 
Traflic. 


The Pennsylvania Road to Shorten the 
Time to New York to Twenty- 
six Hours. 


The Chicago & Northern—What Is It, 
and What Is the Road Which Is ale 
leced to Be Backing It? 

The Springtield dispatches stated yesterday, 
among other things of interest, that a concern 
to be known as the Chicago & Northern Railway 
had been incorporated the day before with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000, the incorporactors be- 
ing Joha W. Uim of Chicago, M. C. Springer of 
Wilmette, George M. Sargent and H. H.C. Mil- 
ler of Evanston, and F. P. Hawkins of Highland 
Park. The line of route, as set forth in the dis- 
patch, was about as charmingly indefinit as it 
was possibie to state it. It was to start from “a 
point in Chicago — which everybody knows is a 
rather good-sized place—and run in a northerly 
direction, through the counties of Cook and 
Lake, to the Lilinois and Wisconsin State line. 
For all thatthe dispatch contained, it was to 
begin at some unknown point somewhere within 
au area of furty square miles, and end at au- 
other point, equally unknown, save that it was 
to be somewhere on the Wisconsin State line. 
Clearly there was need of more precise informa- 
tion on the subject, and a reporter for Tus 
TRIBUNE Started forth to get it. 

Mr. M. C. Springer, one of the incorporators, is 
Chief puty-Collector of Internal Revenue 
under Collector Harvey. Mr. Springer very 
frankly stated that he knew very little about 
the new road, its plans and purposes, or its pro- 
posed line of route, and that, to all intents and 
purposes, ne was really little more than a fig- 
ure- bead the enterprise, though be assured 
the reporter that it was a bona-fide scheme, and 
meant business. For further iutoem uon he 
referred his visitor to Mr. Uim. 

This last-numed gentleman was found some- 
where near the root lu the Reaper Block, inteut- 
ly poring over a mass of papers covered with a 
bewlldering array of figures. The card on the 
door indicated that Mr. Ulm's business was that 
of a real-estate agent. Mr. Ulm himself begired 
to be excused from giving any information, 
owing to au extraordinary pressure of alieged 
busivess, and tothe tact, as be further stated, 
that he really wasn’t ready to talk about the proj- 
ect just then any way. Some other day he 
might be less busy, and more ready to talk, but 
just then be would have to be excused. The re- 
porter excused him. 

The next gentieman visited was Mr. H. H. C. 
Miller, the lawyer of the new fledgling, who gave 
up ail that he deemed discreet to disciose as its 
confidential legal adviser, which wasn't very 
much. Still it was something to und that the 
alleged road proposed to begin somewhere on 
the West Side, which isa little more dennit in 
the way of description than the rather wide- 
open purase *‘a point in Chicago“; that, while 
it would end on the State line, so far as the IIII- 
nois portion was concerned, it would go on into 
Wisconsin, and fivally bring up at Milwaukee, 
there to connect with some northern road which 
was alleged to be desirous of getting into Chi- 
cago over a direct line practically under its own 
control, and waich, according to Mr. Miller, was 
backing up the scheme with an abundance of 
lucre. Just what road it was which was 
so auxious to tap Chicago Mr. Miller 
discreetly declined to state, though he rather 
more than intimated that the St. aul & Man 
toba aud the Nortbern. Pacilic would like to ect 
to Chivage, and that there were quite a number 
of other roads runnug up and down the Stato 
ot Wisconsin, iuchuding the Wisconsin Ventral, 
which, for aught that aoybody kue to the con- 
trary, might be willing to work this way if they 
bad a line to come in over. But that the road 
which was alleged to be backing the Chicaro & 
Northern was auy of the roads mentioned, Mr. 
Miller studiously refrained from s ating, though 
trou) the defi manner in which the vane of the 
Wisconsin Central was rung in, it occurred tu 
the reporter that if that particular corporation 
wasn't the backer.“ the Chicago & Northern 
people hoped it would be, and that it was un- 
other case where the wish might sustain 
afpaternal relation to the thought. As to the 
route between the point on the West side— 
wherever that wight be—and its Milwaukee 
terminus, Mr. Miller was equatly unsutisfac- 
tory as to the amount of information he threw 
away, not caring. as be explained, to put the 
secrets of the new road into tbe pussession of its 
“rivals,” the Cauicage & Northwestero aud tae 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. or of the com- 
inunities through which it would like to pass, 
for the obvious reason that todo so might get 
it into a beap of trouble over the securing ofa 
right of way and other rather necessary detalls. 
Oa one thing, however. Mr. Miller was very 
positive: Part ot the capital had been paid up: 
the alleged northern connection was backing 
the scheme with more—in fact, plenty of 
it; the company was 1 booa fide 
affair in every respect, and. generally, the 
time was rapidly approaching when Chicago 
would take in as many trunk lives heading for 
allover the Northwest as she now did for the 
trunk lines leading East. 


The Western Trunk Lines“ Passenger 
Association Finds New Breakers 


Ahead. 

In accordance with a resolution adopted at a 
late neeting of the Western Truuk Lines’ Asso- 
ciation the roads in the association yesterday 
forwarded drafts on the Erie Railway for the 
amounts claimed to de due to them on immi- 
grant business since Jan. 1, 1881. It is 
certain that the Erie will donor the drafts, 
it baving agreed to pay those amounts 
on demand. The total amount claimed to 
be due is about $50,000. The amounts 
claimed to be from the New York Central and 
Baltimore & Obio have not been drawn for, as 
the figures have not yet been prepared, but it is 
generally understood that the roads are ready to 
pay up wben the drafts are presented. 7 

The Western trunk lines were under the im- 
pression that the settlement of accounts by the 
Eastern lines, including those for September, 
would stop all furtwer trouble with the Eastcra 
trunk lines regarding inmigrant business, bo- 
lieving that all reports thereafter would be 
based upon the assuciation yates. But the re- 
ports received since from the Krie aud Baltimore 
K Ohio ure again based upon the vid tirures. 
This will compe! the roads in the Westeru Trunk 
Lines Associauon to draw upon those roads tor 
urrearages from month to month. and subject 
them to a great deul of trouble and annoyance. 
It shows that the Erie aud Laitimore & Ohio are 
determined to keep the pot boiling, and will con- 
tinue to make all the trouble they can. By 
forcing the Western trunk lines to draw arrear- 
uges from month to month, they are enabied to 
place tbe amounts thus forced to pay in “sus- 
pense account,’ us threatened recentiy by Mr. 
Abbott, of the Erie. and at some future time, 
when an opportunity savuld afford, they mean 
to get the money back trom the Western lines. 

This matter is groutly troubiing the Western 
Association lines, and they bewin to see that the 
fight is by no means over, and that some. ener- 
getic action will have to be taken at once against 
the roads rofusiug to make their reports in ac- 
cordance with the association rates. Cummis- 
sioner Dixon bas therefore called a meeting of 
the association, to be hoid in this city Tuesday, 
Nov. Z. to take these new complications into 
consideration, and to decide upon some action 
that will bring the stubborn Eastern roads 
to terms. The Western lines claim that 
they will stand no further “nonsense” 
from the Eastern trunk lines, and that 
those which do vot at once agree to comply with 
the rules and requirements of the Western 
Association will be procecded avainst the same 
us it no settlement of old accounts nad been 
made. and their tickets will be ordered off 
sale trom those roads until they come to terms.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Aunual Meeting and Election of Offi- 
cers— Tue Claim Against the Marine 
Bank. 

The annua! meeting of the Chicago Historical 
Society was held last evening, the Hon. I. N. 
Arnold in the chair. 

The Hon. John Wentworth presented a reso- 
lution providing for reliev the committee 
herctofore appointed of all duties in connection 
with the preparation of a history of the city, 
and providing that the use of the library of the 


society be given to any one inclined to assist 
Capt. Andreas in the work. 

Some discussion followed, in which Mr. Went- 
worth cbarged that the preparation of the his- 
tory was a private enterprise, and the resolution 
was adopted. 

Mr. Arnold read a letter from the Hon. B. B. 

Washburne, presenting the soviety a copy of his 
life of ex-Goy. Coles, which was gratefully re- 
cefved, 
A. L. Chetlain presented a resolution reciting 
thai a sou of ex-Gov. Coles, now living in Phila- 
— was in possession of valuable letters 
and papers formivg a part of the early history 
of Illinois, and calling upon the President to 
write to him and try tu secure them to be added 
to the archives of the society. The resolution 
was udopted. 

President Arnold then submitted as extended 
report showing the work of the year, the dona- 
uons received, etc., which had swelled the 
library to 24.790 volumes. The report also 
showed that additonal installments from the 
Gilpin Fund bad been received, and these, with 
the uccruing interest, had been invested in city 
bonds, amvuunting to 850.000. The Pond bequest, 
it went on to say, had been sold, and $13,5u0 had 
been realized, which bad also been invested in 
bonds and mortgages. The report conciuded by 
reference to the death of members during the 
yeuar—James H. Bowen, Charles Hitchcock, 
George Armour, James Walker, Willam 
Hickiing, and George F. Rumsey—and closed 
with saying that the financial condition of the 
society Was better than it had been since the 
great fire.

In accordance witha resolution of the board 
the heads of several of the departments were 
present, but they did nothing more thau repeat 
their arguments of a tew days ago in favor of a 
general ruise,“ except the County Treasurer, 
who sugvested that he could do away witha 
51.500 man if the amount was distributed among 
the other employés. This was in keeping with the 
resolution of the board, and was acted upon 
faverabiy, but no other action was taken. and 
nc ne is likely to be, in the way of raising saia- 


ries. There are quite a number of sularies, 


however, which it would be just to raise; but, 
at the same time, most of the pay-roils are car- 
rying men who are utterly useless, and this is 
the view the committee appears to take of it. 
If the figureheads are cut off, thererore, and 
the favorits who are drawing the large salaries 
are cut down, the meritorious can be paid what 
they earn without increasing the amount of any 
of the pay- rolls.

INSURANCE. 
THE BOARD AND THE EXCHANGE STILL AGREED 
TO DISAGREE—THE COMMISSION QUESTION. 

The Insurance Excbange is still out of the 
local Board of Fire Underwriters, and, as fur as 
an outsider can judge, is exceedingly liable to 
stay out. The hiten in the way of a union is 
just what it has been for weeks past, and what 
it promises to be for all time to come. The 
board is perfectly wilimg to let in the members 
of the exchange under its rules, which is to say 
by ballot, with the privilege of blackballing such 
of the other fellows as it doesn't like and 
wouldn't have around under any consid- 
eration. The exchange, on the other band, 
is waiting to be formally invited into 
the board communign as a body, and, in the 
words of a board member yesterday, is “likely 
to keep on waiting until the members are a good 
deal grayer hun they are now.” That's ubout 
the size of it, and a whole column devoted to 
the subject couldn't elucidate the situation any 
more clearly. 

The bourd has formally adopted what it vir- 
tually decided to do two weeks agu when it con- 
curred in the report of the Generai Managers’ 
Committee—namely: the 15 per cent commis- 
sion fur outside, vr dweiiing-bouse risks. But 
it won't stick to the pew rate all the same. ‘The 
best companies only pay 15 per cent to their 
agents, and these geutlemen are 

NOT GOING TO TEAR THEIR CLOTHING 

for the purpose of presenting a broker witb the 
limit they get themselves. The brokers, in 
most cases, will be glad enough to get lo per 
ceut, and probably won't get any more unless 
the companies raise their agents’ allowances. 
So far as anybody knows none of them bave as 
such evinced any such pb. ianthropic disposition. 
Quite a number of the board ugeots are consid- 
erably dissatisfied with the 10 per cent commis- 
son On inside risks, and insist that itis out of 
ail proportion to the value of the business 
These inside risks are, in a great 
measure, grain in elevators, the ele- 
vators themseives, porhk-houses, furniture 
factories, pianing-miils, and other large 
risks generally. Ide owners need insurance, 
must have it, aud will have it anyway, brokers 
or no brokers. For that verw reason the latter 
und it the easiest class of insurance to pick up, 
and there is always enougu of it floating around 
to keep them busy. When it is considered that 
it requires about twenty times as much work to 
make the same commissions on dwelling-house 
risks—the cream of the business—for the reason 
that they are more remote, and wore difficult to 
get, there is some force in the argument that, 
in order to get more dweiling-house risks, the 
thing to do is to cut down the commission on in- 
side business to 5 per cent, or, us some propose, 
abolish it altogether and let the owners place 
their own risks, which they would be prompt io 
do, thus removing che bruxers’ iucentive to grab 
at tuts inside busine-s, and making it an object 
for thea to ge for the dwviling- house risks.

IT HOPES TO FINISH ITS INTRAMURAL WIRE-

AN EXAMINATION AND AN HONORABLE AC-

The trial of W. W. O'Brien, the lawyer, on the 
charge of resisting a police oflicer, etc., Came up 
at W o'clock yesterday morning before Justice 
Walsh in the West Madison Street Police Court. 

The witnesses for Mr. O'Brien were Michael 
Haggerty, whom the attorney had assisted out 
of a bad ecrape; Charles Dwight, a young at- 
torney in Mr. O'Brien's office. 

The witnesses all testified that Mr. O’Brien 
tendered the amount of Haggerty’s tine, $20, to 
the officers and they refused to take it. 

The officers, Lieut. Lablam, Officers Costello 
and Barrett, testified to the same thing, but 
stated that they bad no right to take the money. 
Officer Barrett testified that O'Brien not ouly 
interfered in the arrest of Haggerty, but that he 
cetied them to take him to the station. When 
they arrested 0’ Brien be requested them to be 
men, instead of brutes, and that de would go 
along like a gentleman. 

Mr. O'Brien testined that the officers hustled 
them turvough the streets in ao agyravating, in- 
sulung, and uveailed-for manuer, when they 
bad no cause or rigut to doit. 

Mr. Joou Lyle King appeared for Mr. O'Brien, 
and in bis argument belvore the court he 
held that it was the duty of the officers to take 
the money in satisfaction of tae oid judgmeut 
against Haggerty when it was offered. 

Justice Walsh took the same view of the mat- 
ter, and reprimanded the officers tor not under- 
standing their duty better. He said it nud not 
been denied that U' Brien put bis bund on Har- 
gerty while the latter was in the custody of the 
ofticers, but this could not be construed into re- 
sistance or disurderiy conduct. The vflicers bad

MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


A Case at Minneapolis Likely to Bother 
the Officers Nota Little, a Beautiful 
Young Giri Being the Victims. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minu., Nov. 15.—This morning a la- 
borer on the trackof the Manitoba Railway, on 
Nicollet Island, Minneapolis, discovered the 
corpse of a young girl, the head having been 
completely severed,from the body by the wheclis 
of a passing train. The body was lying on the 
embaokment, the bead, which had rested 
on the rail, bad, after being devered by 
the wheels, rolled over on the ties. On one side 
of the truck was a collar which dad been re- 
moved from the giri's neck, wulle ber shoulders 
rested on a petticoat, which had beca removed 
from ber person. The body bad evidently been 
placed there with great care, either by herself 
or by some one no had committed murder and 
placed the corpse in such a position as to indi- 
cate suicide. The dead girl wus about 20 years 
ofage. She was neatly dressed ina plain biack 
dress, and wore heavy shoes. She bad a wealth 
Ot bright bair, which was neatly braided, aud 
ber fuce, which the wheels bad not toucaed, was 
beautiful to look upon. The y was stin 
warm when found. The watcaman passed the 
locality about 2 o'clock this morning, and the 
body was not there ut that hour. ‘Ibis is re- 
guarded as a strong point sustaining the theory of 
murder. Ou the person of deceased were found 
sume letters, a teiegraw, and a pocketbook. In 
the lutter was Fz. iu money, some earrinas, 
and some postage-stamps, a letter from Sweden, 
nddressed to Emma Peterson and signed by P. 
J. Johnsen. It bears the date of Oct. l4, and was 
received in Minneupoiis Nov. 3. A letter frum 
August Smith, who it trhnspires was an uncle of 
the deceased, written in the same language, was 
also found. This bears the postwark of Verona, 
Me. The telegram was from this uncle, and was 
to uma Petersun, and read.

family. and Fritz Frinke, a butcher living at No. 
20 Biue Island avenuc, who was intimately ac- 
Qquainted with the accused. 
The substance of the latter's testimony 
was somewhat ridiculous. . He one day 
met Arthur apparentiy in a maudiin 
Btate of intoxication, and acting in 
a dazed and peculiar manner on the street, and 
asked him where be was going. Arthur looked 
t him, although he knew him well, and telling 
im to go to the gentieman with the burns, pitek- 
Zork, and cioven feet jumped aboard a passing 
streetcar. The other witnesses were men with 
755 beside whom Stern had worked, notably Mr.

The chief point was 
that a good many lots were offered, but not sold. 
as the holders would not lower their views 
enough to make a market. The turning of the 
weather to cold led many operators tofexpect an 
important increase in the volume of our re- 
ceipts, as it is well known they have been kept 
back by the wet, which made the grain too wet 
to market, and made the roads impassable. It 
was said that farmers’ deliveries of wheat in 
Minnesota have much increased within the past 
three days, and corn-shellers are also able to 
operate now where they have been idle 
perforce for several weeks past. It was the 
fear of bigger receipts which depressed 
prices, and the news brought Wall street orders 
to sé. The receipts-of hogs also are expected 
to be larger, which depressed provisions, and 
the most bearish of the talk was heard from the 
mouths of the largest operators.

New York 
and Liverpool both are lower, and the market 
for everything, except the very best makes of 
cheese, was off from Ale. Dealers in oils re- 
ported a quiet and unchanged market. Pigiron 
continues in active demand, and the market re- 
mains strong. Coal was quoted as before. 

Hay wus quiet at quotations. Eggs were firm 
at We per doz, with receipts hardly sufficient to 
supply the trade. Green fruits showed little 
change. There isa considerable proportion of 
Eastern apples among the receipts, and most of 
these are small, very poorly packed, and otner- 
wise out of condition. There isa steady trade 
in both hides and wool at the rates ruling for 
the past month. Grease and tallow are dull and 
drooping, stocks accumulating and the demand 
being light in each case. Potatoes are only 
fairly active, retailers generally having liberally 


supplied themselves under the impression that 


prices were to go much higher. The present 
outlook indicates a decline rather than an ap- 
preciation of values.

IN MEMORIAM. 

Mr. J. W. Hinton, of Muwaukee, said that 
every gentleman present would agree that be- 
fore they departed to their severul bomes some 
expression should be given in grateful memory 
of a man who was ever the unflinching, clear, 
coucise, honest, able advocate of protection to 
American industries—a man who had given the 
Lest definition of American industry that ve 
bad ever had, who in that description said: It 
is =e | only to the plow that furrows the land, but 
it is to the ship that piows the ocean.” Some 
who bad for many years sailed under the tlag 
remembered with pride the grand condition of 
what used to be the American mercantile navy 
They thought vf its condition today witb sor- 
row and somewhat of shame. That man guve 
birth to the grandest saying about labor ever 
uttered on this or any other continent—" It is 
our giory that the Americano laborer is more in- 
telligent and better paid than bis foreign com- 
petitor ({applause|—and that sentiment of 
James A. Gartieid touched deeply the hearts of 
every workingman of Ameriva. [Loud up- 
plause.] They responded nobly, and they prin- 
cipally put bim in the Presidential chair. This 
cunvention ought not to separate without a 
public expression of their sorrow, not alone at 
Gen. Gartield’s death, but at the terrible mauuer 
in which it occurred. They would remember bow 
be told them in the convention in which he 
was nominated in this city of the abject condi- 
tion in which the cuuntry was placed before the 
Kepublican party came into power, aud how he 
told them that it threw its protecting arm 
around our enfeebied industries, and they start- 
ed into new lite. There was one thing uvt 80 
generally known as it might be, and that was 
that the very last public act of Gen. Gartteid's 
lite was to read the proof of bis own report ad- 
vocating the retention of the duty on wool. He 
boped tueir agricultural friends would not for- 
get ths.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

Mr. H. H. Adama, of Cleveland, then offered a 
set of resolutions, as follows: 

WHEREAS, Ihe present depressed condition of 
the American varrying trade on th* ocean is one 
of the most impurtant questions d¢mauging the 
——— of Congress and of our people today;

WHEREAS, That condition, which grew out of 
our loug and bloody Civili War, is not due to our 
want of natural resources vor of abilis 
ty to build ships at home nor get 
to the first cost of the sbips, but 
rather to the bigher cost of capital and labor iu 
this country aud to burdens vi tuxation, which 
together make it impossible for us to own and 
run ships in competiuon with the cheaper capi- 
tal and labor of fureign nauons, and 

Wuereas, The ship on the vcean is similar to 
the factory On the land, anu should be given the 
same measure of protection to render cuoinpeti- 
tion equal; therefore, 

iicsowwed, ‘That this convention urge upon 
Congress the importance of takiwg immediacely 
such wise legislative action as tuis great Nua- 
tivual interest demands to bring it aguin to that 

ition which is due to our Nauon vu the sea. 

Tant our toreiu carrying trade should be 
built up through the adoplou by this Guvern- 
ment ot a policy similar to that by which Eu- 
giand and otber European Guveruments have 
built up their mercbant marine—a pulicy broad, 
comprehensive, and equitable—sucu as will in- 
duce the investment ot capital in snips built in 
American shipyards by American labor. 

That as there is no instance in the history of 
the worid of a great maritime people continuing 
to be a great maritime people without being 
shipbuilders, this Nation must bulid its owa 
ships in order to become a great sdip-owning 
nation; and that the fureign varrying trade is 
not to be revived vy repealing our Navigation 
laws and going abroad to buy sbips, but by giv- 
ing legitimate encouragement to induce our 
merchants to build and own ships; the same 
policy as that by wälen ail our industries have 

n built up. 


Teat the American labor which is employed 
in the shipyard and in the ship on the ocean is 
entitled to exactly the same protection accorded 
to American labor employed in any other in- 
dustry. That this Government should treat its 
mail-carriers on the sea, going to foreign ports, 
exactly as it does its mail-carriers on the land, 
making no. distingtion between a ship in the 
foreigu and a railroad car, or a coast 
steamer. 

Tbat the cry for free ships does not come from 
Americans who want to buy ships, byt is a piea 
for a false remedy, and is not in the Interest of 
this country or its industrial development, and 
should be condemned by the American people. 

That the natural necessity fur naval defense 
of our coast and commerce can best be met in 
part by the building of a merchant marine of 
great speed, easily adapted to naval use in vase 
of emergency, costing the Nation notning in 
time ot peace. 

That these resolutions’ be a part of those to be 
submittea to Congress by a committee of this 
Coavention. 

INTERNAL REVENUE. 

Mr. John C. Doré, of Chicago, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution:

WHEREAS, Power to protect home ‘labor and 
capital was put in the Constitution by its 
founders in pursuance of a set purpose to put it 
there. conformably to the demand of the peo- 
pie, so that the only sort of tariff on imports 
which complies with both the letter and the 
spirit of the fundamental law is a protective 
turiff; and 

Whrekeas, “A tariff for revenue only.“ by 
leaving altogether out of view the purpose in- 
corporated in the Coustituuon—by requiring 
that the trust therein shall remain unexecuted 
and be made a frustrated and nuilitied provis- 
ion—is a kind of tariff never designed nor con- 
templated by the great builders of our political 
structure, and must therefore be uncunstitu- 
tional; and 

Wweneas, There is on foot a combined effort 
of the enemies of American industry to bring

THE STEEL-RAIL POOL.

AMERICAN WAGES. 

Mr. Hartshorn, of New York, offered the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, That no substantial benefit could be 
derived by reducing American wages to the 
present level of European or Asiatic countries. 

Mr. J. B. Norton read the following letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Murry Nelson, of this city, on the 
decline of the American commercial marine: 

New York, Oct. 31.—Murry Nelson, K. 
Dean Sin: Having bad the pleasure ot making 
your acquaintance on board the steamship 
Gallia on our homeward passage, and bav- 
ing had some conversation with you upon 
the subject of the commerce and shipping 
of our country, 1 beg leave to take the 
liberty to put a few tacts before you, show- 
ing the reasons why our foreign carrying trade 
hus been thrown almost into the bands of fur- 
eigners, and our merchant marine gradaaliy 
driven from the ocean. 

Today England boasts of having 51 per cent of 
the carrying trade of the world. Now you ask 
the cause of this. The answer is that our Guv- 
ernweat has done nothing toward re- 
pealing those obnoxious laws which tram- 
mel our sbipping. which ought to have 
been repealed years ago, but it nas 
done everything it could to place our carry- 
ing traue in the bands of fwureigners. As 
was said to me a few days since in London by a 
larwe owner of steamships, ** Your Government 
is the best friend we have, as it could do nothing 
more than it has dune to throw the 


CARRYING TRADE INTO OUR HANDS,” 
and he added: Lou fellows over there must 
be a tame lot, compared with your fvurefathers, 
or you would not stand it.“ I could answer this 
wan only with the biusb of Bumiliation, for what 
he suid was but too true. Another gentle- 
mun in London said to me: “Some 
twenty-five years ago a great many of 
the largest and fest clipper ships that 
— the ocean bore the American flag, 

ut now itis rarely to be cen. Our Govern- 
ment. invdbering to those laws which protect 
the few to the detrimeut of the many, bas been 
the means of driving our lag from the ocean. 
Weare tbe only Nation under the beavens but 
what allows its citizens to purebase or build 
their ships wherever they can do so the cheap- 
est, and then put them under their own flag. 
Then, sgain, we are the only Nation but what 
will allow its ships’ crews to be paia off ff for- 
eigt ports without paying three months extra 
wages.

which will be just, and beovefit the small as well 
as the large shipowner; whereas, if the Gov- 
ernment were to grant subsidies to a few lines 
of steamships it would be of no benefit, but an 


‘injury to a large majority ot the few ship- 


owners now left in the business. 
Every line of business in the United States ex- 
cept the shipowner has more or less protection; 
but the ship seems to be vpen plunder for every- 
body. Besides paying taxes on ships as personal 
property to their full value, we pay a yearly tax 
to the Government of BW cents per ton; whereas 
in other countries the shipowners only pay a 
local tax on the net earnings of their ships. 
Now, bow are we Americans, under the present 
state of affuirs, going to cumpete with other 
nations? Foreiguers have not only taken 
about all of the Atlantic, Pacific, and In- 
dian Ocean trades from us, dut they 
have come down to our own doors and 
almost into our own waters, with their steam- 
ships, taking most of the Cuba and West India 
trade from our small vessels. Give us the differ- 
ential duty Il ask for, and it will ~- 
STOP ALL THIS AND REVIVE 

our shipping. You may ask, Will not other na- 
tions retaliate? Let them doso, and they can- 
not hurt us ore-tenth part as much as the dir- 
ferential duty will do us good, as our ships carry 
but little merchandise from oue foreign country 
tuanother. Occasionally they carry a cargo of 
sugar or rice, but the comparison is 80 
small, compared with what toreign sips 
bring to the United States from countries other 
than their own, that it is bardly worth consider- 
ing. Twenty years ago 66 percent of all our ex- 
ports and imports were curried in ships owned 
in this country and under the American flag, 
but today only about 7 per cent of it is done by 
American ships, as statistics will show. 

Trusting that | bave not trespassed too long 
on your patience, and that you will dave the 
kindness, as well as the interest of our common 
country at heart enuugh, to try and get Con- 
gress to take this matter into consideration at 
its next sitting. lam yours,

laws regarding transportation as will cause the 
managers of the railway service to become the 
servants and not the masters of the 
people. In short, we demand that 
the laws relating to transportation 
shall be enforced to the letter, and not be openly 
and continually defied, as is now the case, and 
the railroad lines thereby become a National in- 
stead of a family institution.

Who Foots the Tariff Bilis. 
New York Times, 

About thirty-five vears azo, when the writer 
was 15 years of age, he made the follow cotn- 
parison: His father was a mechanic. in the 
fumily were the father and mother and eleven 
children. The father, mother, an older brother, 
and the writer supported themseives and nine 
younger members of the family. The gross 
earnings of the fonr productive members of the 
family were about 3800. Since everything was 
3 for the support of the family, about 

500 was paid out for articles the price of which 
was affected by the tariff. On some articies the 
tariff? was 50 per cent; on some as low as 10 per 
cent. A low average would be 2 pereent. It 
appeared to the writer that his father’s tamily 
paid $100 to support the National Government; 
that the four productive members of the family 
paid $100, or $25 apiece to the National Govern- 
ment, besides supporting thernsel ves and the niue 
non-producipg members of the fawily. In the 
sume town Was a State Senator. He was worth, 
in real estate and mouey loaned out, $30,000. His 
family consisted of the father and mother, two 
sons, who were nen, and one young daughter. 
One son assisted his father in his legal business, 
the other was a teacher. The gross income 
of the family was at least $3,500. I heard him 
say that he bought @bout $240 worth of articles, 
each year, ou which there was duty. It appeared 
to the writer that the Scnuato-’s family paid $50 
tothe National Goverument or that the four 
productive members paid $12.50 and supported 
themselves and one non-produding member of 
the family. The writer made these comparisons: 
Our family, witbout one dollar of property, ex- 
cept bousehoid stuff and clothing, pay $100 Na- 
tional tax, Senator B.'s, with $30,000, pay 3850. 
Euch productive member of our family supports 
bimseif and two and one-qurter heipless per- 
sons and has no Went to help in doing 
It. and pays $25 National tax. Each produc- 
tive member of Senator B.’s family supports 
himseif and one-fourth of a belviess person, 
bus the fourth ot the income of $0,000 to heip 
him do it, aud pays $12.50 Nationaltax. Is such 
taxation just and equal? Did the fact that in 
our family there were nine helpiess persons 
reuder it our duty to pay twice the tax? Did 
the fact that we had no property and Senator B. 
had 80.000 make it our duty to pay twice the 
tax the Senator's family puid? Is such taxation 
just and equal? I remember another incident. 
A prosperous neighbor, who was a bigh-taritf 
man. was discussing the question with my 
father, a /free-trader. Father had just pur- 
Chased a dress suit. He took a pencil and pa- 
per and handed Mr. S. the following statement:

Now, will you set 
down alike bill ot benetits and sbow me where 
the tariff returns to me $8 or even 8 cents!“ 
Mr. S. began to talk of pretection to home in- 
dustry, bome trade, home market, bighber price 
for home products, and higher wages. and in- 
creased’ prosperity, etc. “Mr. S.,“ suid father, 
“set down what each item would be without 
tariff, what it is now under tariff, show 
the amount each is increased; prove your 
ligures to be facta, not fancies—that 
they are as undeniable as mine. Theo, when 
you have done that, prove that myself, or any 
other laboring man, or ordinary farmer, or me- 
chawic is benefited 10 cents in a year by * protec- 
tion,’ as you callit. Give me the facts and n- 
ures, not asserdions, theories, and loose deciama- 
on. Well,” said Mr. 8.,“* have you any ob- 
jection to supporting the Government?” No,“ 
replicd father. I have not. 1 want burdens to 
be equal. I pay $100 tariff, and support my 
large family out of my wages and the w of 
my wife and two sous.

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CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


Report of the Special Committee 
to the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion. 
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The Reasons for Its Adoption Suc- 
cinctly and Clearly Estab- 
lished. 


Municipal Government Offers the 
Best Field for Its Work- 
ings. 

Its Opponents Those Who Have 
Stolen the Power of Appoint- 

; ment. 


The special committee appointed by the Citi- 
zens’ Association to investigate and report upon 
the subject of civil-service reform, and consist- 
ing of George F. Harding, E.G. Keith, C. 8. 
Waller, Monroe Heath, Francis B. Peabody, J. 
H. Clough. and W. G. McCormick, yesterday 
completed their labors and submitted a lengthy 
report to the Citizens’ Association, of which the 
following is an abstract: 

The incoming Garfield Administration was 
overwhelmed with applications for office, and 
the National Senate gave itseif up for an entire 
session to a party wrangie over the petty spoils 
of the Executive offices of that body. 

What shall be the effect upon the country of 
the mighty struggie for place as the prizes in- 
crease, and we must carry the pivotal States of 
Indiana and Louisiana, with their 20,000,000 of 
people, when the army of 8 and their 
dependents are fighting each other with ali the 
cruoked and dishbunest votes that can be manu- 
factured and mustered into service? 

“Noone is now so blind as not to see that 
this intense party spirit, the mortal foe of re- 
publics,’ is tanned into this flame by the pres- 
eut spoils system, that it is this which denies to 
the citizen the right of independent judgment, 
commands that he vote for the party right or 
wrong, and follows him when elected to the first 
office of the first nation in the world with its 
demands that shall serve the party alone 
and surrender, peril of character and life if 
be refuses, his constitutional power of appoint- 
ment to the tyranny essablished by party 
chiefs under the name of the ‘Courtesy of the 
Senate.’ The assasin of our lamented Presi-

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 

Experience shows that reform nds its best 
field in municipal government. 

This city is a monetary corporation in many 
of its functions, expending $4, a year in 
the care of streets, sewers, public buildings, 
courts, water, tire, schoois, library, health, etc. 

* Why sbould policemeo, firemen, teachers, 
and cierks be compelled to become partisans to 
keep in place and change with the sbifting ma- 
jority at popular cletions? The public bas the 
right to have the subordinate offices filied by 
those who will make the best return in services 
for the money paid them; and no Governor, no 
Mayor, no chief of department has the right to 
pay, for political services rendered him, by the 
pubiic offices, no more than by the public mon- 
eys. Hecan as safcly discriminate on political 
grouuds iu levying or coliccting taxes, in award- 
ing contracts, or in putting ballots in the ballot- 
box. The appointing power is a trust to be 
used only in the interests of the Government; 
and the great source of the abuses in our civil 
service is that the offices are treated not as 
trusts, but as mere perquisits of the appvuinting 
power, and in consequence are filled not by 
those best fitted to fill chem, but by the favorits 
and partisans of the purty in power, and witb- 
out reference to Otness.” 

No upplicant should be appointed to an office 
in the gift of the municipality unless he be ber- 
fectly competent; and in order to secure abso 
lute efticiency he should begin at the bottom. 
The sole tenure of oflice should be efliviency, 
and promotions should not be made except for 

cause and after long service. If the term 
fed. reappointment should follow con- 
tinued efficienvy. 

The fitness of the applicant should be deter- 
mined after an eiamination conducted by a 
permanent commission composed of, say, five 
of the best men of the several political parties 
as independent in position as are the judges. 
The rules of examinauon should resembie those 
adopted by the National Civil-Service Commis- 
ee appointed under the act of Congress of 
187 


“This system, although suspented from gen- 
eral use in 1874 by the neglect of Congress to 
make annual appropriation for its supvort, bas 
been in- full operution in the custom-house at 
New Yorn for many years., and bas been for 
some years more or less ful.yin opera uon in 
the t-office and uu val office at New York, and 
in the Interior Department in Washington, and 
the results have been uniformiy beveficial to 
the service, in a marked degree, through a 
series of years and under successive adminis- 
trations. 

THE EXPEKIENCE OF GREAT BRITAIN 
TWENTY-FIVE YEARS— 
of the most practical nation in the world, of the 
nation bavi the most complex and difficult 
civil service t ever existed—has shown that 
attainments and capacity tor the real work of 
the offices can be test by examination and 
probation; this reformed system is there ac- 
cepted by all political parties, and iu the lan- 
guage of John Bright (see letter to Eaton— 
maton’s Civil-Service Reform, p. 435), It would 
be impossible to go back to the oidsystem.’ 

“France more than half a century ago — 
ed the new system of appoiutment and proba- 
tion in ber consular and diplomatic service; and 
bas retained it unchan since she became a 
Republic. 

* Besides, your committee submit that this re- 
form is simply the resumption by the people of 
the right of self-government; from which, in 
losing tho control of their civil service, they 
bave been ousted by ri of politicians. Itisa 
return to the practice of the Fathers ot the Re- 
public; it is the old sound principle of our early 
civil service, when our President knew the man 
he appointed and knew him to be fit, and the 
man was sousht for and did not seek the place. 

“There were no removals worth mentioning— 
less than 100 in all—up to 1820. Then was passed 
the act of 1820, which fixed the term of minor 
offices at four years for the very purpose of 
creating party spoils by rotation in office.” 

The principle of this reform is simply applyinx 
business rules to the greatest of business inter- 
ests—the science of good government. 

THE POLITICIANS OBJECT 


to the introduction of sound business rules to 
the tilling of oltices, and ask: How is the party 
to be maintained? 

There is material enough left for the support 
of the party. because the reform does not touch 
the vast number of officers ciected by the 


people. 

* When Gladstone defeated Beaconsfield, after 
the most bitter and determined party struggle 
ot modern times, less than fifty officers chan 
piaces. Underthis system parties are main- 
tained in England, France, and Switzerland. 
Who shall say our people so lack public spirit 
that they will not give their service to the State 
on the same terms asthe citizensof this mon- 
archy or that republic? That an American lacks 
patriotism aud must be bribed by office and 
spvils to serve his country? That parties cun- 
not be maintained on the merit of their admin- 
istration, but will fall to pieces unless the party 
munagers cun ＋ up party spirit by giving 
away the public ollices fur partisau purposes? 
The politicians in making this objection uncon- 
sciously betray themselves; they are popularly 
believed todo nothing for principle—to work 
for the offices and spoils. But it is a base slander 
upon the American people; and for one mer- 
cenary partisan we should havea hundred de- 
cent men, lovers of their country, working for it 
from patriotic sentiments, for honor and the 
country’s glory. for their children’s future. 

NO BUREAUCRACY. 

The cry that civil service will create a bureau- 
cracy bas no foundation. Under it the poorest 
boy stands un equal chance with all others, and 
will take the place he is best fitted to fill. The 
enemies of this new system are these corrupt 
rings of politician®the real aristocrats and 
place-bolders of the Republie—dealers in petty 
patronage, Senators who, in the nume of Sena- 
torial courtesy, have stolen the power of ap- 
pointwent. Shallwe build up this privileged 
class bere, while England, the land of aristocra- 
cy and privilege, bas broken down the ring, 
opens the race for merit, free to all? 

There is no reasou to feur that the commission 
will name favorits and partisans. Their judicial 
character and independence, the publicity which 
attends their actions (he examinations are pub- 
lic, the questions are the sume for all, and the 
answers are preserved open for in on at all 
times), are safeguards against ipjustice. The 
exverience uf England for twenty-five years 
shows that such fears are groundless.

ANOTHER SIGNAL ADVANTAGE 


in the merit system, as administeredin England. 
is the stimulus it gives to common- u- 
cation. The attendarce on the public schools 
has wonderfully increased, the example has 
given new vitality to the er schoois and 
even the universities. 

The probiém how to lead the citizen to take 
personal interest in the common welfare of his 
city, in the caucus and convention, and in the 
court- room, will be advanced toward solution 
when the mercenary men now in charge of all 
this find their capital and their motives for cor- 
ruption taken away; the good will euter where 
the bad are shut out; and patriotism, ilove of 
order, and the higher sentiments will lead to 
the front a better ciass of men, now poweriess. 
Today our officers are too often nominated and 
then elected by the centres of crime—by the 
gambling and dance houses and the low saloons; 
the citizen may be trusted to stop this when not 
overwhelmed and handicapped by the regular 
troops of crime which now are fed by the public 
treasury; by this great corruption fu pro- 
vided by the spoils svstem—the control of the 
otlicers of the municipal government. These 
enemies of society live upon the political par- 
ties, who are compelled to use or to be defeated 
by these forces, which we allow to be wrested 
from the public use to support factions and 
then crime. 

The time is ripe for action. The citizen may 
be sure that no one will do this duty for him, he 
must do it personally or it will remain undone; 
and the reform which could be secured, as soon 
as necessary | tion can be had, by 
united and persistent effort, will be postponed 
for many years if we leaveit to its natural 
enemies—the politicians. An educated public 
sentiment which shall demand this reform will 
nut be refused; for this popular feeling is the 
‘very source of political power; but it must be 
outspoken, zealous, deeply interested and deter- 
mined, and then it is irresistible.

Will the School Board unfetter 
the brighter children in any study or branch 
and let them move along, or is the oid ball and 
chain question to be continued for the ease and 
convenience of teachers who are rooted in 
routine? ? 


The United States Treasury Scandal, 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 16.—It is an ungrateful task to 
comment upoa the Treasury Department scan- 
dal. It is bad enough to be compelled to assent 
to the proposition that ill-paid clerks in the de- 
partments at Washington are likely to fail into 
babits of petty peculation. But to be told that 
the head of a department—a great man, a man 
who bas spent a lifetime in high positions in the 
public service—to be told that such a man has 
been lured from the path of strict rectitude, se- 
duced into the company of these cheap pecu- 
lators of penholders, stationery, carpets, writ- 
ing-desks, and lunches is — indeed. 
The charge against Senator Sherman is degrad- 
ing, andit must be presumed to possess some 
color of truth, since it is not met by a prompt 
and indignant genera! denial. 

It may be said in defense of the ex-Secretary 
that the clique of rascals in the Treasury De- 
partment deceived him; that they wished to 
cover their own moral delinquencies by 
making Mr. Sherman a party to them, 
and that in pursuance of this pur- 
pose they caused Guvernment employés to 
serve him in various ways without his know!-. 
edge. But, if this he admitted to be true, it is a 
confession in behalf of the Secretary that not 
he but a coterie of his subordinates conducted 
the affairs of the department; that he knew so 
little of the business under his charge that the 
revenues of the Government were actually 
diverted, under his very eyes, from the public 
service to bis own personai use without bis 
knowledge. This is a very lame excuse, and 
will not serve. Besides, it is asserted that cer- 
tain trusted subordinates of Mr. Sherman were 
deputed by him to the duty of superintending 
bis personal affairs. For this transferrence of a 
service due entirely to the public to his personal 
interest it is impossible to frame any excuse 
whatever. It opens the door to the very pec:ia- 
tions which are alleged tobave been committed; 

for the department subordinate detailed to the 
personal service of the Secretary might weil 
argue that. if his service paid for by the 
Government was diverted by direction to 
of the Secretary, the  serv- 

; cabinetmakers and carpenters 
might with equal psopriety be devoted to 
the building and furnishing of the Secretury’s 
houses. It goes without saying that if itis right 
for the Secretary of the Treasury to divert tue 
time and service of a Government employé to 
his own personal use, it is equally right for this 
particular subordinate to secure from the Gov- 
ernment anything and everything upon which 
be can lay his hands in the way of peculation. 
On this false theory it is plain that but a brief 
time would be required to corrupt the entire 
public service, and it makes little difference 
whether the corrupt practices proceed down- 
ward from the head or upward from the foot. 

There is a disposition to treat the alleged of- 
fense of Mr. Sherman with great leaiency, and 1 
confess to sharing this disposition. But it is 
idle to ignore it, and it is equally idle to deny 
that it is an offense of the gravest character. It 
is out of these little offenses that great 
offenses spring. To say that petty. pilfer 
in the departments at ashington of smal! 
consequence because the sums of money in- 
volved are small is to disregard the philosophy 
of pilfering. To say that this class of pilfering 
is inevitable, that it cannot be st 1s to gay 
that great robveries of the revenue cannot be 
stopped. in unearthing the whisky frauds ac- 
complices were found in the public service; so 
of the star-route frauds. Once corrupt a Gov- 
ernment employé to the extent of a dollar, and 
the way is ofued to great conspiracies for the 
robbery: of the revenue... With faithful service 
in the Treasury Department the whisky frauds 
would bave been impossible. With like faithful 
service in the Post-Oftice Department the star- 
route frauds wonid have been impossible. Ina 
word, the Goverumeut cannot be robbed to any 
considerable extent witbout the consent of its 
trusted employés. And the germ of every | 
revenue robbery is planted when the Chief of a 
department winks at some insignificant act of 
peculation. 

The oid moral maxim—“To steal a pin is as 
great a sin.“ etc.—applies to this subject with 
as much force astoany other every-day busi- 
ness event. The custodian of department-prop- 
erty ju the Treasury dealing out articies paid 
for by the Government to employés as gifts was 
a moral leper poisoning all with whom de came 
in contact. He was laying the foundations for 
grewt frauds involving millions of the public 
revenue. He was offering a premium on ras- 
cality; for where it is the rute to — 1 gifts at 
the hands of a mau whois dis of property 
which does not belong to him, who declines 
the proffered bounty is regarded with suspicion.
